Camcorder justice 


Item: Worried parents in Tennessee hide a camcorder in their living 
room and catch a baby sitter slapping their child. 

Item: A visitor to Texas videotapes a patrolman clubbing a motorist 
on the shoulder of an interstate. Her tape, played on Texas TV, leads 
to the officer’s suspension. 

Three years ago, video newshounds were taping tornadoes and 
earthquakes. Two years ago, video comedians were swamping America’s 
Funniest Home Videos with tapes of clumsy cats. This year, so-called 
video vigilantes are showing that homemade tapes can get you ar- 
rested. Or invade your privacy. Or both, as illustrated by the 
experience of a Florida couple charged with public lewdness after a 
neighbor videotaped their lovemaking through the open blinds of their 
ground-floor apartment. 

No laws specifically address the issue of video surveillance, but the 
question is being raised that perhaps a few should. Is there a need to 
protect people’s privacy and reputations against intrusive camcorder 
operators? 

We think not. Federal laws and guidelines now on the books al- 
teady do the job; new statutes at the local level would only create a 
muddle of restrictions. And despite the provocative content of some 
recent videos, there’s little evidence such tapes are being misused. Just 
as police are finding camcorders to be an excellent tool for recording 
the reality of roadside arrests, so are citizens, although sometimes with 
dramatically different results. Far from creating a nation of snoops, the 
widespread use of camcorders “is a protection against Big Brother,” as 
our senior editor Brent Butterworth put it during a recent debate on 
NBC’s Today Show. 

While it can be disheartening to watch some of the “amateur” 
tapes turning up on television, when they expose wrongdoing, by offi- 
cials or individuals, we’re better off for their having been made. 

® 
Speaking of homemade tapes, check out “On a Wing & a Thumb” in 
this issue. It describes how Marek Gajewski, a visiting Polish journalist, 
lived out a long-held fantasy: to hitchhike across America by air- 
plane — skyhike, as he calls it—and videotape the entire journey. It’s 
an inspiring adventure that shows how a camcorder can enrich the 
very event it’s recording.

The excitement over 16:9 
widescreen monitor/receivers 
was raised a notch by Thom- 
son Consumer Electronics’an- 
nouncement that it has named 
Bruce Babcock to head a newly 
created “office of widescreen pro- 
gramming.” Babcock, a former execu- 
tive at NBC and RCA, will be promot- 
ing the idea of widescreen programming 
for all media, prerecorded and broad- 
cast, especially for movies and sports 
events. Thomson, parent company of 
RCA and GE, hopes to get widescreen 
programs on network broadcasts and ca- 
ble services as soon as possible, and is 
working with JVC on a widescreen 
S-VHS format. 

No manufacturer has announced a 
date for introducing a widescreen TV 
set in the U.S., but Hitachi and JVC 
have hinted that they may introduce 
16:9 sets early next year. Thomson says 
it will market widescreen sets before an 
HDTV standard for the U-S. is set in 
1993, and Sony and Panasonic have ex- 
pressed strong interest in the idea.

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The Doors 
are open 


The late ’60s produced a tidal wave of 
great music that still thrives today 
through reissue CDs, classic-rock radio 
formats — even MTV. But no other band 
from this era can lay claim to the ex- 
traordinary afterlife experienced by the 
Doors. Lead singer Jim Morrison’s face 
has graced more magazine covers in re- 
cent times than it ever did when he was 
alive, and director Oliver Stone’s heavi- 
ly fictionalized 1991 feature-film bio of 
the band (LIVE Home Video) intro- 
duced millions more to the Doors’

unique brand of bluesy psychedelia. De- 
spite the attention, the real story of the 
band’s meteoric rise and still-influential 
music has been largely lost in the media 
shuffle. 

Enter former Doors keyboardist Ray 
Manzarek. Using the medium of home 
video, Manzarek has delivered what may 
be the only accurate portraits of the 
band. First came 1985's Dance on Fire, an 
extraordinary tape and laserdisc com- 
pilation of old and new film clips and 
music videos; Live at the Hollywood Bowl, 
released on both formats in 1987, cap- 
tures the band in its element, on stage 
and unexpurgated. And the just-re- 
leased The Soft Parade—A Retrospec- 
tive —like the previous videos, directed 





by Manzarek — combines unseen archi- 
val footage with interviews and musical 
segments to create the most intimate 
look at the band yet. (All three are 
available individually or in a limited-edi- 
tion boxed set from MCA/Universal.) 

Could Manzarek have predicted the 
band’s still-growing popularity, 20 years 
after its untimely demise? “We certainly 
had no idea at the time,” Manzarek told 
us recently, “but we also had no idea 
that Morrison was going to die. I guess it 
all has at least something to do with 
Jim’s death—the whole James Dean, 
Marilyn Monroe sort of iconography.” 
Strange as it now seems, “Jim has be- 
come the new American Icon.” 

Though he acknowledges Morrison’s 
legend has virtually become public prop- 
erty, Manzarek takes exception to the 
artistic license some have taken with the 
facts of the band’s history. “It’s a coinci- 
dence that The Soft Parade is coming out 
on video at the same time as Oliver 
Stone's movie,” Manzarek says. “But it 
is, in essence, my rebuttal to Stone’s 
opening argument on the Doors. Now 
it’s my turn—let me show you the real 
story.” 

But setting the record straight may 
prove a daunting task. “I think Stone 
was interested in showing Jim Morrison 
as this wild, drinking sex machine. But 
Jim was an intellectual, a poet. He was 
gracious, charming and witty, and he was 
a wild, drinking sex machine. Do we 
have to watch another rock ’n’ roller 
drink himself to death and do terrible 
things to everyone around him? To play 
music with Jim Morrison was absolutely 
marvelous.”

Las Vegas, Nevada—This year’s Video Software Dealers 
Association (VSDA) convention, held here in July, 
brought a flood of new release announcements and an 
even greater variety of predictions about the future of 
home video. New satellite technologies may well put the 
squeeze on traditional video rental stores in the 90s but, 
to paraphrase Mark Twain, reports of home video’s death 
have been greatly exaggerated. Both tapes and laserdiscs 
are burgeoning like never before. 

Walt Disney Home Video stole the show by announcing the video release 
of its classic Fantasia (“Editor's Choice,” Sept. 91), but other announce- 
ments also piqued the crowd’s interest. Paramount’s October release of The 
Godfather Part III will include nine minutes of footage not included in the 
theatrical version, courtesy of director Francis Ford Coppola. Also set for re- 
lease is a seven-cassette boxed set of all three Godfather movies plus a 
“making of ” documentary called The Godfather Family: A Look Inside. 
The documentary will only be available with the $150 “Collector’s Edition.” 

The laserdisc format received more attention than ever at VSDA. Disc 
distributor Image Entertainment celebrated by in- = 
troducing a new catalog of the company’s titles — 
on an eight-inch CAV disc. Made of polycarbonate 
(the relatively flexible substance compact discs are 
made of), this laserdisc contains more than 3,500 
still frames and includes not only the cover art for 
each title but such vital information as running 
time, number of sides, price and audio data. Image 
will update the $5 disc quarterly. 

In a startling show of confidence, Carolco Pic- = 
tures CEO Peter Hoffman announced that the year’s most popular movie, 
Terminator 2, will be released to video in December— even though the film 
had yet to peak at the box office at the time of his announcement. In previ- 
ous eras, no mention of the video would have been allowed until the movie 
had run its course in theaters. But the theatrical and home video markets are 
now seen as distinct, yet synergistic entities. In other words, Hollywood can’t 
do a thing in 1991 without home video to bring in the big profits.

translator, dialog coach and technical 
adviser, as well as acting in the film in 
the role of Sioux matriarch Pretty 
Shield. 

Leader Charge had her work cut out 
for her, juggling four jobs while working 
on her very first film. But perhaps the 
biggest challenge was teaching a group 
of actors — many of them Native Ameri- 
can—a language none had ever even 
heard. And she had just three weeks to 
pull it off: “Some were very serious 
about learning the language. To others it 
was just a job and they wanted to do it 
phonetically. I let them write it down 
the way they heard it, then I’d go back 
and tell them what every word meant so 
they’d get the expressions right, too. 
Whoever messed up their lines on a cer- 
tain day, I'd work with them after supper 
until one or two in the morning. But it 
took Kevin [Costner] chewing some 
people out before everybody learned the 
language.” 

Was Leader Charge disappointed 
none of her students won individual 
Academy Awards? “‘These people were 
all working in a language they hadn’t 
understood before —to me, that’s act- 
ing.” 
But far more important to Leader 
Charge is the opportunity presented by 
Dances With Wolves (just released by 
Orion Home Video) to educate. the 
American public on issues involving Na- 
tive Americans. “I’ve been angry all my 
life,” she explains. “I’m 61 years old, and 
I know what we had at one time and can 
see what we have now. We [the 
Lakotas] had the Black Hills stolen from 
us and have to fight for rights to our own 
water. And we don’t have enough jobs 
on the reservation —a lot of people live 
on a $320 government check. At least 
Dances With Wolves is showing people 
what a beautiful life we had before it was 
all taken away. I’d go back to that life in 
a minute.”

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feed a cable box, so an external splitter 
may be needed. The other jacks are for 
one S-video input, columns with video 
and stereo audio for video 1, video 2 and 
line out plus a pair for stereo output.

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When time is short, edit as you shoot.

Editing is a necessary part of making vid- 
eotapes, a time-consuming task that can 
be frustrating as well as satisfying. But 
there’s a way to edit home videos that 
can save time, effort and money, while 
teaching you to see the subjects you’re 
shooting in a very different light. 

The way to do this is to edit as you 
shoot. We used this technique recently 
to create a video we were asked to pro- 
duce for a local hospital. The hospital 
didn’t have funds for a full-scale produc- 
tion, but we eliminated most costs by 
editing as we shot, and finished the tape 
much more quickly. 

The technique is not a replacement 
for conventional editing, but it’s a pow- 
erful option to have at your command — 
especially because the secret is so sim- 
ple. In fact, it can be summed up in one 
word: planning. Plan the order of your 
shots, then shoot them in sequence. 
Plan the credits, plan the graphics, plan 
the audio and plan the scene transitions 
so that all these elements are 
ready when they’re needed. 

This means extra work 
before shooting starts, 
but it’s work that 
leaves more 





time during shooting to concentrate on 
the creative side —how shots are to be 
framed, which camera moves to use, sto- 
ry pacing and the like. And it more than 
pays for itself in time saved from post- 
production tasks. 

The technique isn’t appropriate for 
all subjects, and shouldn’t be used to re- 
place conventional editing, which offers 
capabilities and performance levels that 
can’t always be matched in the field. But 
when opportunity knocks, you can save 
time and energy by editing as you 
shoot—and experience the unique ex- 
hilaration of seeing your tape come to- 
gether as it’s being shot. 

Moreover, newer camcorders — from 
ultra minis, like JVC’s VHS-C GR-AX10, 
to top-of-the-line models, like its 
S-VHS-C GR-S505 — have features that 
make this style of shooting easier. 
Camcorders with flying erase heads, like 
Ricoh’s Hi8 R-808H, smooth scene tran- 
sitions. Others allow users to shift auto- 
matically from record mode to last-shot 
review then back to record at the se- 
lected edit-in point. Scene 
transitions can be 















enhanced with wipes, freeze frames and 
simulated dissolves. Or shooters can 
freeze a title card, then scroll the art- 
work or superimpose words over live 
video. 

The starting point of an edit-as-you- 
shoot project is to write out a plan listing 
all the elements that will require atten- 
tion. In particular, it should include the 
title of the production, the dialogue and 
other audio effects (including music), 
the people and places to be shot, and 
any title cards, credits, charts or other 
pieces of art needed to help viewers un- 
derstand or enjoy the tape. 

The tape we shot focused on a new 
facility for expectant mothers and new- 
born infants. The hospital needed a 
short video to explain how the center 
worked, to be used at gatherings of par- 
ents. We started with a title, The Birth 
Center. It’s not an exciting or a clever ti- 
tle, but it describes what the tape is 
about and helped to keep us on track as 
we shot. 

Next, we worked through the audio 
problems. Recording high-quality sound 
on location is among the most difficult 
challenges videomakers face because 
there are so many uncontrollable vari- 
ables. If dialogue is to be recorded, the 
first question to ask is: What other 
sounds are already present in each loca- 
tion? If these sounds add to the story, 
they should be included. If they detract 
from the story, they should be elimi- 
nated, if possible. 

If you plan to record live comments, 
you'll need a separate microphone. 
While a camcorder's lens can see as far 
as the horizon, its built-in microphone 
can only pick up sounds in the immedi- 
ate vicinity. A handheld or lavaliere mic 
will make it possible to reach out and 
catch the voices you need. A headphone 
will let you monitor the audio as you 
shoot. 

The Birth Center production pre- 
sented unique audio problems in that a 
hospital is not a quiet environment. In

fact, we felt that snes . phones ring- 
ing, people being paged and the like 
would be so distracting that we decided 
to omit an audio narration track. At 
each screening of the video, a represen- 
tative from the birth center would deliv- 
er the voiceover live. 

This approach had several advan- 
tages. It made each presentation more 
personal. It also kept the production 
within our very limited budget because 
it eliminated the need for an audio re- 
cording studio. Most important, it climi- 
nated all the audio problems associated 
with location recording. However, we 
decided to lay in a music track under the 
entire show by doing one edit after the 
shooting was complete. 

Even though the audio problems 
were resolved, we still could not start 
shooting because we did not have the 
most important part of any video pro- 
duction plan—the script. The script in- 
cludes not only the words that are going 
to be said, but other information neces- 
sary to produce the tape, especially one 








































that’s shot and edited at the same time. 

Most people think a script is hard to 
write. Even the head nurse who had 
been conducting live tours of the birth 
center felt this way. We're here to tell 
you a basic script is not difficult. We 
turned the nurse into a scriptwriter just 
by having her talk into a small audio re- 
corder on her next tour. With a little 
polishing, this became our written script, 
which was invaluable even though the 
text did not go on an audio track. 

Working out the video was easy at 
this point because the script gave us the 
information we needed to complete our 
edit-as-you-shoot production plan. It 
told us: 

e Which locations to shoot. 

@ The shot sequence, from the title 
to “THE END.” ’ 

e The length of each shot —essen- 
tially how long it took to say the words 
describing a particular feature of the 
center. 

The next part of the plan was to 
time the script’s descriptive statements

in sequence. Then, using the speaking 
times, we wrote out a shot list from the 
script to use as we were shooting. 

For example, the narration welcom- 
ing expectant parents to the hospital 
and describing what they could expect 
upon their admission took 60 seconds. 
The dialogue told parents to go through 


| the main entrance if they arrived be- 


tween 7 a.m. and II p.m. and to use the 
Emergency Room (ER) entrance if they 
arrived later. 

Based on this approach, our shot list 
looked like the portion below. We used 


standard film abbreviations for terms | 


like close-up (CU), wide shot (WS), me- 
dium wide shot (MWS) and point of 
view (POV).

We timed all the camcorder moves 
with a stopwatch before we rolled tape.

What if someone introduced a new 
home video format and nobody cared? 
In an era of sophisticated marketing and 
customer testing, it seems unlikely the 
consumer electronics industry would 
shoot itself in the assets, yet this could 
happen with the delivery to stores of the 
first new home entertainment format of 
the ’90s. Spurred by the spectacular suc- 
cess of CDs, the multinational standard 
bearers of consumer electronics are bet- 
ting that similar digitally encoded, five- 
inch aluminum and plastic platters will 
heighten viewer involvement with video 
by giving passive couch potatoes active, 
varied opportunities to control the 
course of new entertainment and educa- 
tional programs. But after years of 
tweaking, this could be a format whose 
time has finally come...and already gone. 

Such thoughts came to mind during 
a pioneering trade show, the Home- 
Media Expo, held recently at the Bev- 
erly Hilton Hotel. The expo marked the 
first time such leading-edge consumer 
multimedia systems have been exhibited 
in the heart of show biz country, in this 
case before blue chip audiences of hard- 
ware and programming insiders. 

The atmosphere was reminiscent of 
’80s trade shows devoted to the then- 

















promising field of videotext. Back then, 
major corporations were also throwing 
money at a nascent technology. Unfor- 
tunately, after several costly false starts, 
the sole surviving-consumer videotext 
service in the U.S. is Prodigy, a joint 
venture of IBM and Sears. With many of 
today’s interactive video advocates suf- 
fering from “prestalgia” —an uncritical 
longing for what hasn’t yet happened — 
their efforts may similarly disappoint 
consumers. 

The expo spotlighted the imminent 
face-off between rival CDTV and CD-I 
video formats. Home computer maker 
Commodore boasted that its CDTV sys- 
tem, built around the Amiga 500 com- 
puter, had already begun shipping. It 
also proudly demonstrated the latest 
CDTV breakthrough: full-motion video 
using a resolution grid of 160 by 100 pic-

ture elements (about a quarter of a 
standard TV screen) at 15 frames per 
second (half the standard video rate) 
without compression. The addition of 
data compression formulas using the 
chip standard recently agreed to by 
MPEG (Motion Picture Expert Group) 
should bring CDTV up to snuff for dis- 
playing full-length movies. The MPEG 
chip is expected to be available to con- 
sumers by 1992. 

In the meantime, leading-edge 
CDTV programs at the expo—like a 
world atlas with detailed maps and snip- 
pets of traditional music —suffered from 
a discernible lag time between when in- 
formation is requested and when it is re- 
trieved from the disc, long enough at 
least for viewers to lose interest. How- 
ever, as Commodore’s Nolan Bushnell 
observes, recalling an old joke about two 
campers confronted by a grizzly bear, 
“We just have to outrun the other guy.” 

The other guy in this race is Philips, 
which is about to launch CD-I, based on 
an interactive CD video standard al- 
ready adopted by most consumer elec- 
tronics giants, including Sony, Matsu- 
shita (Panasonic), Pioneer, Sanyo and 
Yamaha. The first consumer CD-I play- 
ers, available in October for $1,400, will 
cost more than their CDTV counter- 
parts, priced under $1,000, and will also 
have to wait for MPEG chips to play 
full-length movies. But CD-I won’t be 
compatible with CDTV. 

This means we may see a replay of 
divisive format wars of the sort that pit- 
ted Beta against VHS in the early days 
of VCRs, a situation which is bound to 
turn off consumers in the mass market, 
where a uniform standard has to prevail. 
After all, as Bernard Luskin, president of 
American Interactive Media (AIM), 
Philips’ CD-I software development 
firm, notes: “All toasters toast toast.” 

There is lots of talk in CD video cir- 
cles about the need for a so-called killer 
ap, an application that will make inter- 
active video irresistible, the way superior 
classical music reproduction sparked CD 
player sales. When asked what sort of 
“ap” might motivate someone to plunk 


down $1,400 for a CD-I player, AIM 
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| games already on personal computers. 


chief Gordon Stulberg, former head of 
20th Century Fox, indicated that no sin- 
gle program will be enough, but rather a 
combination of applications for an entire 
family. However, he did cite enthusiastic 
reaction at the exhibit to ABC Sports 
Golf: Palm Springs Open, a golf simula- 


tion only marginally more vivid than 


When pressed, Stulberg says CD-I | 
players will lead to lower costs for pre- | 
recorded videos. Once MPEG chips are 
available, 140 minutes of full-motion 
video on two CDs would cost 40 percent 
less to manufacture than a comparable | 
videocassette. In an era when the sale of | 
prerecorded tapes is surpassing rentals, 
this could be significant. But would the 
savings be passed on to consumers? 

Rival interactive executives Bush- 
nell and Stulberg agree on one issue: | 
Ground-breaking programs will have 
to come from new talents. Many of 
CDTV’s first programs come from com- 
puter game publishers like Spectrum 
Holobyte, Interplay and Maxis, but 
there doesn’t seem to be a killer ap 
among them. However, by unleashing 
CDTV on the popular Amiga platform, 
Bushnell hopes to encourage home de- 
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velopers who understand interactive 
video. 

The expo also provided a unique op- 
portunity to see the best pioneering pro- 


| grams interactive video has to offer. For 


instance, NEC’s new TurboGrafx CD 
game Sherlock Holmes, Consulting Detec- 
tive incorporates ample video sequences 


| of live actors, shot in period costumes. 


Even more intriguing is a VCR-based 
branching video that toy maker Hasbro 
never marketed.

X-rated programming too 
was represented — by computer artist 
Mike Saenz with Virtual Valerie, an erot- 
ic CD-based cartoon. ; 

Dollars alone do not guarantee suc- 
cess. For example, Warner New Media, 


| a venture of Time-Warner Inc., calls 
“The Whole Megillah” its ultimate vi- 


sion of interactive music videos. But the 
snore-inducing result, The Fleetwood 
Macro Album, only allows viewers the 
dubious option of switching instantane- 
ously between concert and MTV-style 
video versions of the group’s greatest 
hits, as well as among interviews, docu- 





mentary sequences and historical back- 
grounders on musical styles. ABC News 
Interactive takes a similarly unimagina- 
tive approach with titles like Mission the 
Moon and Drugs and Substance Abuse 
that seem unabashedly targeted at 
boards of education. 

For some observers, rushing into in- 
teractive programming for systems hob- 
bled as yet by their inability to display 
full-screen, full-motion video makes lit- 
tle sense, except as hype for the technol- 
ogy. Technovisionary Ted Nelson, who 
first wrote about interactive “hyperme- 
dia” more than 20 years ago, criticizes 
“the Hollywoodization of interactive 
stuff, the gossip, the deal making, the 


| stupid catch phrases and the lemming 


behavior before the technology is ready.” 
Another critical viewpoint comes from 
Robert Stein, head of the Voyager Co., a 
leading developer of interactive laser- 
discs. Noting that the standard being set 
for CD video is “barely as good as VHS,” 
Stein cautions against a headlong 
plunge into the technology. “Are we 
willing to have 10 years of limited quali- 
ty,” he asks, “when the point is not to 
sell boxes, but to do something people 
will like?” 5

What causes some of the still frames 

on my laserdiscs to jitter? Occasion- 
ally, there’s sort of a second image in the 
background.

‘Ate problem is caused by a poor 


transfer. All films transferred to vid- 
eo have to allow for the discrepancy be- 
tween the framing rates employed by the 
two media. Film is shot at 24 frames per 
second, while video uses 30 fps. If you 
try to transfer film straight from the pro- 
jected image to a video camera, this dif- 
ference causes flicker and an annoying 
black bar that floats through the picture. 

Professional film-to-video convert- 
ers, or telecines, eliminate the bar by al- 
ternating the number of frames alloted 
for each video field. The first frame of 
film converts to three video fields, while

the next frame converts to two fields. 
This process, called “3:2 pulldown,” is 
repeated so that 24 frames of film (one 
second) equal 60 fields (30 frames, or 
one second) of video. This removes the 
black bar, but a related problem — flick- 
er—can crop up if the transfer isn’t done 
correctly. 

Flicker occurs when fields from two 
different video frames are recorded to- 
gether as a single disc frame. The effect 
is compounded if the subjects in the 
frames don’t move. Careful attention to 
field dominance — the field on which a 
new picture appears—will solve the 
problem, but the sequencing must be 
maintained throughout an entire film, 
with careful attention also paid to the 
edit points where the scene changes. 

Early VCRs with special effects 
would often produce flicker on still 
frames, because the heads would read 
conflicting parts of adjacent frames. But 
the problem was solved ingeniously, by 
designing heads that would read only 
one field of video instead of two, scan- 
ning it twice in order to produce a 
frame. rT

Quest or quackery? That’s what we 
asked readers when we ran Steve Dit- 
lea’s “3-D, The Next Generation” in our 
August issue. The response over- 
whelmingly showed us that readers have 
fond memories of 3-D films and even 
fonder hopes for its future in video. De- 
spite disappointments with some recent 
3-D efforts and doubts about some proc- 
esses, your letters gave 3-D research a 
strong vote of confidence. Here’s a sam- 
pling of what you had to say: 


Steve Ditlea’s article is timely and inter- 
esting. Like HDTV, 3-D TV would be 
an advance in realism —and the time to 
set standards for 3-D hardware is surely 
now, before the HDTV standard is final- 
ized. HDTV sets should also contain the 
hardware necessary for 3-D TV viewing. 
I have a pair of LCD-shutter goggles 
made by Haitex that I use for my Amiga 
computer. They let me view computer- 
generated 3-D images by means of field- 
sequential stereoscopy. The technology 
is better than that used for the Hondo 
broadcast, but it does have the draw- 
backs Ditlea mentions (30 frame/second 
flicker and a darkened picture). No 
doubt these problems could be solved if 
3-D were to be incorporated in the 
HDTV’s design, rather than treated as 
an afterthought. Alan Reed

As a real 3-D fan I would certainly 
watch new 3-D movies. But I will never 
again watch any requiring blue-and-red 
glasses, such as those needed for the re- 
cent airing of Hondo. This was pure tor- 
ture.

However, they 
would for the most part lack any of the 
special effects (arrows, spears, etc. com- 
ing out of the screen) which are, after 
all, the best part of 3-D movies.

Since my teens I have had an interest in 
3-D. When I became involved with the 
World Film Festival (the second largest 
film festival in the world), it was as tech- 
nical director of a 3-D series in 1982. I 
am still involved with the festival, and 
now also own a repertory house which,

mats of 3-D. And we do so on a regular 
basis. 

No one wanted to believe in 3-D 
more than I. But all my years of interest 
have led me to conclude that 3-D will 
never be more than a novelty. 

Currently, 3-D is the plaything of 
technicians. To succeed, the technology 
has to be given to those who have the 
creative ability to explore new territory. 
Digging up 40-year-old movies (and the 
outdated techniques) that didn’t work 
in 1954 won’t make them look any bet- 
ter today, even with new wizardry. 

And the best that solidizing movies 

like King Kong would do is to create a 
series of cut-out planes like those in pop- 
up books. True 3-D affords a solidity 
that is lifelike and that creates in the 
mind an unusual and interesting experi- 
ence.

Point a camcorder out the right window 
of a car. Set the lens to wide-angle, turn 
the autofocus off and set the focus to in- 
finity. Have a friend drive about 5 mph 
and without moving the camcorder, re- 
cord the passing scenery. 

Next, make your own “Pulfrich 
glasses” to view your 3-D video. Take a 
pair of the darkest, cheapest sunglasses 
you can find, and pop out the left lens. 
The darkened image hitting the right 
eye is delayed one video scan by the 
brain before being combined with the 
image from the left eye. The two images 
are true separate views of the scene 
taken from slightly different perspec- 
tives. | hope videographers recognize the 
enormous potential of this simple tech- 
nique and make it commonplace on TV.

You won't see 8mm video footage flash- 
ing off the silver screen if you catch Re- 
turn to the Blue Lagoon, this summer’s 
sequel to Blue Lagoon, 1980’s romantic 
smash starring Brooke Shields. But the 
film couldn’t have been made without it, 
certainly not within the time and budget 
its filmmakers had to work with. Viewers 
actually did see a few seconds of a dra- 
matic shark attack shot in video, but 
more intriguing than the transfer is the 
extent to which consumer-level cam- 
corders, VCRs and TVCRs were relied 
on for key production jobs. 

Even in an industry where it’s no 
longer uncommon for film crews to em- 
ploy video, the level of integration was 
remarkable. Return’s crew used the 
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equipment to track shooting progress, 
scout locations, check continuity, match 
lighting situations and prepare the edit. 
Their experience demonstrates the 
sometimes surprising uses to which 
home video equipment can be applied. 
The key was Sony’s tiny TR4 cam- 
corder, the smallest member of the 
Handycam family. Billy Graham, Re- 
turn’s director, kept one constantly in his

raincoat ready for instant use during the 
shoot. Why a raincoat? Because the 
idyllic locale— meant to represent a de- 
serted isle the film’s shipwrecked lovers 
inhabit — was a remote South Pacific is- 
land in the Fiji chain, where it rained al- 
most every one of the film’s 78 shooting 
days. Raincoats (and hard hats for pro- 
tection from falling coconuts) were the 
uniform of the day, every day. 

Why 8mm? Because it fits easily into 
raincoat pockets, says Graham, a Holly- 
wood veteran who’s also directed Billy 
the Kid with Val Kilmer and Mussolini, 
starring George C. Scott. Graham wasn’t 
alone in his choice. In all, 15 crew mem- 
bers brought along personal camcorders 
(14 8mm units and one S-VHS model) 
to help them in their work. 

First and foremost, 8mm was used 
for the dailies or rushes, which allow di-

rectors to screen each day’s shooting to 
make sure all the shots are on the mark. 
Usually, film from a day’s shoot is devel- 
oped and printed overnight, then rushed 
back to the director for next-day view- 
ing. In this case, the dailies actually took 
a week. The film—all 385,000 feet of 
it—was shipped in daily batches from 
Fiji to Australia, site of the nearest de- 
velopment labs, where it was processed 
and transferred, first to one-inch video- 
tape in both NTSC and PAL standards, 
then to 8mm. The 8mm PAL version 
went back to Fiji, while the NTSC ver-

PRIME TIME 


nce the darling of the electronics in- 

dustry, the VCR has become the 

brunt of a national joke. From John- 

ny Carson to George Bush, from 
City Slickers to Business Week, Ameri- 
cans constantly scoff at the tiny buttons, 
flashing displays and confusing owner’s 
manuals that make the machine so hard 
for many to program. Public perception 
has it that anyone who can program a 
VCR must be an engineer or a hopeless 
techno-geek. 

For years, VCR makers have been 
scrambling to come up with new ap- 
proaches, like onscreen menus and bar- 
code readers, designed to make pro- 
gramming easy enough even for techno- 
phobes. But still the complaints keep 
coming. Someday, the president recently 
mused, the U.S. education system will 
be so good every American will be able 
to program a VCR. 

Now manufacturers have come up 
with another round of supposedly easy-to- 
use programming systems, from specialized 
remotes to completely revised on- 
screen menus. Once again, they prom- 
ise the new generation of products will

solve the nagging programming problem 
once and for all. But are the new decks 
and remotes really easy enough for any- 
one to use? We decided to find out by 
conducting a series of timeshifting time 
trials. 

We rounded up six of the latest 
decks from major manufacturers, along 
with two remotes — Panasonic’s Program 
Director and Gemstar’s VCR Plus —de- 
signed just for programming. After con- 
necting the decks to a switcher and 
monitor, we coaxed four skeptical test- 
ers into learning each system, then 
working with the decks to find out 
which are almost effortless, and which — 
if any—are almost hopeless. 

As it turned out, confused VCR 
users may finally have a savior—the 
dedicated programming remotes proved 
unbelievably easy to use. And our com- 
parison also showed that those who pre- 
fer onscreen programming still have 
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some very attractive options. 

The VCRs we evaluated were JVC’s 
S-VHS HR-S6700U, Mitsubishi’s 
S-VHS HS-U65, Philips’ VHS VR6065, 
Sony’s VHS SLV-686 and Zenith’s VHS 
VRJ210. We also included Panasonic’s 
S-VHS PV-S4167, which can be pro- 
grammed through both onscreen menus 
and with the Panasonic Program Direc- 
tor. Although the decks range in price 
from budget to top-of-the-line models, 
manufacturers typically vary their pro- 
gramming systems only slightly, if at all, 
throughout their lines of VCRs. 

Our panelists varied greatly in ex- 
perience with VCR programming. They 
were senior editor Kenneth Korman, as- 
sistant editors Brian Clark and April 
P. Bernard, and art assistant Luis Ramos 


I. 

Each panelist conducted the test 
separately. He or she evaluated each 
VCR by spending a few minutes getting 
to know its programming system, then 
attempting to program it to record a 
show selected at random from the local 
listings (all were late-night shows in the 
middle of the week). Since the panelists 
might get slightly faster 
as the testing progressed, 
we shuffled the order of 
the decks for each panel- 
ist. After completing the

comparisons, each panelist conducted a 
separate test of the VCR Plus (see “Plus 
or Minus?”). 
The time trials revealed significant 
differences among 
the VCRs, both in 
programming 
speed and ease of 
use. But the win- 
ner wasn’t a 
VCR — it was Pan- 
asonic’s Program Di- 
rector remote. 


The remote has LCD in- 











dicators for date, start time, stop time 
and channel. Thumbwheels next to the 
LCDs scroll quickly through the num- 
bers. The programming procedure is 
simple —turn the remote on, spin the 
wheels to the correct settings, hit the 
transmit button to send the program to 
the VCR, then hit the timer-on button 
to activate the timer and turn the VCR 
off. It is included with some of Pan- 
asonic’s recent VCRs, and may also be 
purchased separately —it works with any 
Panasonic VCR that accepts bar-code 
programming. 

The Program Director won the trials 
easily, with an average programming 
time of 33 seconds. The panelists all 
found it very simple to use —“A child 
could do this,” one said. Two panelists 
especially enjoyed the fact that they 
didn’t have to look back and forth from 
the remote to the screen when program- 
ming, although they were both disap- 
pointed that recording speed can’t be set 
from the Program Director. Only one 
panelist preferred onscreen program- 
ming over the Director. 

The only onscreen system winning 
universal acclaim among the panelists 
was that of the Philips VR6065, even 
though it ranked a close second in the 
trials, with an average time of 43.5 sec- 
onds. The panelists found its operation, 
triggered by a menu button and carried 
out using the numeric keypad, com- 
pletely intuitive. They enjoyed thought- 
ful touches like an onscreen “OK” that 
appears when programming is com- 
pleted. “Right after you punch in a piece 
of information, it goes to the next logical 
step,” one panelist commented. 

While the panelists were able to pro- 
gram Panasonic’s PV-S4167 most quickly 
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(average time 40.75 seconds), they 
didn’t care for its system quite as much 
as the one on the Philips. Two faulted it 
for an unwieldy control door on the re- 
mote that must be held up while pro- 
gramming. It’s not surprising that the 
Philips and Panasonic VCRs ranked so 
closely, because both are made by Mat- 
sushita, and their programming systems 
are similar, which is also the case with 
other Matsushita-made brands like 
Magnavox and Quasar. 

JVC’s HR-S6700U pleased the pan- 
elists and the clock, requiring an aver- 
age time of 56 seconds. Most found its 
system, operated with buttons labeled 
select, set + and set -, not as intuitive 
as the Matsushita systems, but simple 
enough once learned. All wished for di- 
rect access, or the ability to punch in a 
time directly without having to scroll 
through numbers. 

The Sony SLV-676 produced the 
most confusing results. It was the only 
VCR any panelist needed a manual to 
program, and three complained that the 
system was difficult to figure out. Yet it 
achieved a competitive average time of 
58.5 seconds. The system requires the 
user to press a menu button to start, and 
execute and cursor buttons to enter 
data. No onscreen instructions appeat 
to tell the user which buttons to push. 
The panelists liked the way the Sony 
system shows all of the programming in- 
formation on one screen. “It’s really very 
good once you know about the execute 
button,” one commented. 

Mitsubishi’s HS-U65 VCR achieved 
an average time of 1:06.5. Its unusual 
ViewPoint system uses the jog/shuttle 
dial on the remote to enter data—the 
shuttle ring moves between start and 
stop times, date and channel, and the 
jog dial scrolls through numbers for each 
type of data. Its most remarkable feature 
is an onscreen calendar. Indeed, the 
Mitsubishi was one panelist’s favorite. 
“The calendar is much easier than try- 
ing to remember dates,” he said. But 
other panelists had difficulty remember- 
ing which dial did what, and didn’t like 
having to cycle through numbers with 
the jog dial. 

JVC manufactures Zenith VCRs, so 
the systems used on both are similar. But 
the Zenith system fills the screens with 
extra information, a trait the panelists

_ Despite the complaints we’ve been hearing, none of 
our testers had difficulty setting up the VCR Plus. And .

We encountered one problem when setting

Plus is that most listings only carry codes for 
certain programs.

sionally, because sometimes you won’t have the code you 
need,” one panelist noted. —BB

found annoying and cumbersome. The 


task of reading the onscreen text slowed 
the average time to 1:14. “There’s too 
much text onscreen,” said one panelist. 
“You read forever and keep wondering if 
you should move on or if you still have 
something left to do on that screen.” 


PICKING A PROGRAMMER 

Although we may not have tested 
the VCR brand you’re considering, it’s 
possible to draw conclusions about any 
onscreen system using our test results. 
Most stores don’t have every VCR on 
display hooked up, but you should at 
least be able to find one model of the 
brand you're considering to try out. 

Look for the same qualities our test- 
ers liked. For example, their favorite 
decks, the Philips and the Panasonic, al- 
low direct entry of programming data 
through the remotes’ 10-digit keypads 
without requiring the user to scroll 
through numbers. A good programming 
system should, like the one by Philips, 
offer a few gentle reminders to tell the 
user if he or she has made a mistake. 

However, the system shouldn’t go 
overboard on onscreen text, because too 
many messages are slow to read and can 
be confusing. Ideally, the system should 
go right to the next step after the user 
enters information, not wait for the user 
to push a button to get to the next 
screen. 

After the formal evaluation, we tried 
evaluating an RCA model, the VHS 
VR685HF, using these criteria, and 
quickly realized our panelists would 
have liked RCA’s programming system. 
It is amazingly similar to that used for 
the Philips deck, down to the onscreen 
calendar (which is only for reference, 
not for actual programming). 

Both allow direct entry of data, and 
both immediately ask for the next item 
of information when an entry is made. 
In addition, the RCA has an onscreen

instruction manual that lists the steps 
required for programming. Hitachi 
makes RCA VCRs, so it’s no surprise 
that Hitachi decks carry a similar pro- 
gramming system. 

If your local newspaper carries VCR 
Plus codes for most programs, VCR Plus 
might be for you. It’s also ideal for TV 
Guide subscribers, because the magazine 
publishes codes for all programs. By late 
September, all editions of TV Guide will 
carry the codes. Our panelists felt that 
once the remote was properly set up, 











anyone should be able to use it easily. 
We recommend reading the owner’s 
manual thoroughly, and keeping it by 
your side as you set the remote up. The 
manual contains a clear, step-by-step ex- 
planation of the entire setup procedure. 

Gemstar also offers a toll-free num- 
ber for technical assistance, which, un- 
like many free help lines, is well-staffed. 
You don’t have to wait half an hour for 
help—when we had problems program- 
ming the remote to work with the Phi- 
lips VCR, it only took us about 30 
seconds to get through to a technician 
in the middle of the day. We’re confi- 
dent its staff can help you through any 
problems you might encounter with 
VCR Plus. 

Operating VCR Plus may become 
even simpler when, later this year, RCA 
introduces VCRs with built-in VCR 
Plus circuitry. This way, the user won’t 
have to program VCR command codes 
into.the remote. Zenith plans to follow 
suit next year, and other VCR makers 
have expressed interest. 

Those who have suitable Panasonic 
VCRs might prefer to use the Program 
Director, which is just about as simple to 
use, if not as fast. Sony fans can get the 
same result with the S-VHS SLV-R5. Its 
remote has a built-in programmer that 
works almost exactly like the Program 
Director. And if the Program Director 
proves as popular as we expect, other 
manufacturers should soon offer similar 
remotes. 

After trying the best programming 
systems video has to offer, we’re im- 
pressed. We think video manufacturers 
have finally solved the problem of 
timeshifting. Now anyone who can 
spend about $60 for a VCR Plus or a 
Panasonic Program Director can pro- 
gram a VCR. The promise of the VCR 
has finally been fully realized — we'll 
never have to stay up late to watch The 
David Letterman Show again. 2

The dream of such a journey came 
to me 18 years ago when, still a student 
in Warsaw, Poland, I visited the U.S. for 
the first time to meet my American rela- 
tives. During the year-long visit, I trav- 
eled as much as I could, usually by 
hitchhiking. It was an experience 
I never forgot, largely be- 
cause of the won- 
derful people I 
met along the way. 

I wanted to re- 
live that experience, 
but with two crucial 
differences. I was de- 
termined to hitchhike 
across the U.S. by 
air—skyhiking as I! 
called it—and to docu- 
ment my travels with a 
camcorder. One other 
goal was to arrive in Oshkosh, Wiscon- 
sin, at the end of July, in time for the an- 
nual Experimental Aircraft Association 
Convention and Sport Aviation Exhibi- 
tion, better known as the Oshkosh Fly- 
In, when tiny Oshkosh briefly hosts the 
largest collection of airplanes in the 
world. 

I was certain it would be a great ad- 
venture, but a difficult one. As video’s 
version of a one-man band, I had to do 
stand-ups in front of the camera, con- 
duct interviews, take care of audio and 
lighting tasks, and keep my gear in run- 
ning order. For a camcorder, I chose 


Sony's CCD-V101. Its superb Hi8 image

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quality and light, four-pound weight 
made the difference. The weight was 
crucial. I missed one ride in Columbus, 
Ohio, because my video bag, which 
weighed 30 pounds, was ‘a little too 
heavy” for the airplane. I had to wait 
nearly two days for my next lift. 

The rest of that 30- 
pound bag was filled 
with necessities. For 
audio, I carried wireless 
handheld and lapel 
microphones by 
Azden, as well as a 
shotgun mic and 
Azden’s headset 
with a boom mic for 

monitoring sound 
sh Fly" and adding narra- 

tion while shoot- 
ing. Jammed beside the mics 
were wide-angle and tele- 
photo conversion lenses by 
VdoPak, a small Casio 
LCD TV set to check my 
recordings, an Ambico 
video light with its own 
batteries, two spare cam- 
corder batteries, three 
chargers, skylight filters, 10 blank 
Hi8 cassettes (which filled all too soon) 
and a Velbon tripod. 

I set out on July 4, a day that prom- 
ised good luck, from Skyhaven, a small 
general aviation airport near Rochester, 
New Hampshire. I was certain a month 
would be time enough to reach Oshkosh 
for the Fly-In. But then hitchhiking by 
























car, where I rarely waited longer than 20 
minutes for a ride, had never prepared 
me for the reality of skyhiking. 

My first taste of this new reality was 
immediate. On July 4, no planes de- 
parted Skyhaven. My pictures of fire- 
works that evening were taken from the 
ground, not the clouds. The next day, a 
weather front was passing through, and I 
learned the importance of hanging 
around an airport and getting to know 
the regulars. 

On the third day, I was offered a lift 
aboard a Beechcraft Kingair, a twin-en- 
gine turboprop, with a lavishly appoint- 
ed cabin suitable for the president of the 
development company that owned the 
plane. We left so quickly, for a business 
meeting in Kingston, New York, 250 

miles to the west, that I had 
no time to shoot my- 
self boarding the 
plane. But once aloft, 
in the brilliant morn- 
ing sun, I could shoot 
the shining runways of 
the Peas Air Force Base 
in Portsmouth, the sil- 
ver-blue Great Bay, 
reaching almost to Dover, 
and the beautiful green 
campus of the University of New Hamp- 
shire in Durham. 

At last, I was on my way. 

From Kingston, I cadged a flight to 
Mount Pocono in Pennsylvania, then a 
short hitch by car to the Wilkes-Barre 
Airport, where I spent my first night in a 
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very hospitable FBO called Millionaire. 
An FBO, or fixed base operation, is a 
company that provides services to pilots, 
passengers and planes. There’s usually at 
least one at every airport. 

In the Millionaire’s pilot lounge, I 
had an opportunity to check audio lev- 
els. Airports and airplanes, especially 
cockpits, are extremely noisy, and I was 
worried voices would be drowned out by 
loud background sounds. How noisy are 
planes? Later in the trip, Vernon Dahl- 
man, a fine show pilot, suggested we go 
for a short spin. Once in the air, he sug- 
gested some aerobatics. Immediately, 
he flipped the plane upside down. I 
started to scream, and kept screaming as 
we went from one roller-coaster maneu- 
ver to another. Later, when I watched 
the tape of myself screaming away while 
the cockpit rotated, I could hardly hear 
myself above the engine noise. 

Surprisingly, the built-in Sony mic 
seemed to do the best job. The shotgun 
mic picked up additional noises and the 
handheld mic proved awkward for my 
style of shooting. However, I used the la- 
pel mic a lot with good results. Later, at 
Oshkosh, I learned about the flight in- 
tercom made by the Flightcom Corp. in 
Portland, Oregon. This is a voice-acti- 
vated intercom and headset that makes 
it possible to monitor and record cockpit 
chatter, both among pilots and with 
control towers. It’s invaluable for avia- 
tion videos. Lacking the Flightcom set 
for most of my trip, I tended to interview 
pilots when they were on the ground or 
with the engine turned off, adding them 
or their comments to the visuals as the 
story required. 


SOUTHERN DETOUR 

From Wilkes-Barre, I made my way 
to Raleigh, North Carolina, where the 
air was so hot and thick, I felt like I 
could cut it with a knife. By now, I was 
getting a feel for FBOs. As soon as I 
landed, I would introduce myself to the 
FBO manager and ask permission to use

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the FBO for skyhiking. Usually, the an- 
swer was yes. The FBO’s permission was 
essential because, with fear of hijacking 
so widespread, I needed time to meet pi- 
lots and let them get to know me a little. 

At Raleigh, I shuttled between two 
FBO dispatchers who were working to 
get me moving again. At 2 a.m., the tour 
plane for the Grateful Dead touched 
down, but the tour chief gave my pitch a 
firm no. It was just as well. Later that 
day, I met a pilot who shuttled me to 
Dare County Regional Airport, and 
then another with Kitty Hawk Air Tours 
who let me skyhike a ride to aviation’s 
birthplace, the historic First Flight Air- 
port at Kitty Hawk, where the Wright 
brothers first propelled themselves into 
the sky. Now, young Air Tour pilots were 
flying passengers around the memorial 
in bright blue-and-yellow Cessna 172s. 

Kitty Hawk is also home to Kitty 
Hawk Kites, the world’s largest hang- 
gliding school. There I met its founder, 
John Harris, who proposed strapping me 
into a glider for a lesson, and Francis 
Regallo, known as the father of hang 
gliding for his invention of the flexible 
wing. The lesson proved to be a disaster, 
but the experience ended happily as I fi- 
nally soared in tandem — camcorder 
clutched to my chest — with Greg Ball, 
my instructor, who was actually piloting 
the glider. 








With the Fly-In growing ever nearer, 
I hit the road again, going first to Mary- 
land, then Atlantic City, then to securi- 
ty-conscious National Airport in Wash- 
ington, D.C., despite warnings that I 
would never be able to hitch my way 
out. The warnings proved accurate. Af- 
ter two days and dozens of rejections, 
the best I could do was a flight —the 
shortest of my trip—to nearby Dulles 
Airport. Here, despite equally heavy se- 
curity, I was luckier. A pilot instructor 
let me skyhike on a short jump to West 
Virginia. Then it was across the Appala- 
chians to Latrobe, a small, pretty airport 
near Pittsburgh. 

At Latrobe, I naively accepted a ride 
that too easily could have led to disaster. 
Two young pilots, Dave and John, who 
had stopped to refuel their two Cessna 
152s, offered to carry me on to Co- 
lumbus, Ohio. With darkness approach- 
ing and no place to stay, I accepted my 
first night flight. Off we flew, myself with 
John, my bags with Dave —the tiny 
planes had strict weight limits. The sky 
was clear as we passed low over dwell- 
ings that glowed like jewels beneath the 
full moon. 

“What’s that town beneath us?” I 
asked. 

“Don’t know,” said John. “I’m just 
following Dave.” And here he pointed 
to a dim twinkle barely visible in the en- 
compassing darkness. 

“Maybe Dave knows the town. 
Could you call him over the radio?” 

“Sorry,” answered John. ‘‘Radio’s 
broken.” 

Fortunately, the weather stayed 
calm and my nerve-wracking, rule- 
bending flight touched down safely. 
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ON TO OSHKOSH 

With only a few days left before the 
Fly-In, my route from Columbus mean- 
dered through Cleveland, Ohio State 
University, Midway Airport near Chi- 
cago, back to Midway (thanks to a pro- 
peller malfunction), Milwaukee and, at 
last, Oshkosh — on a bright sunny morn- 
ing, the field already abuzz with aircraft 
and crowds. 

Normally a city of 50,000, Oshkosh 
triples in size during the Fly-In, packed 
with 15,000 planes and nearly a million 
visitors. It is a unique experience, in part 
for the tremendous spirit of volunteer- 
ism that seems to be everywhere, from 
aerobatic pilots who perform for free to 
many of the technicians who keep the 
equipment working smoothly. 

Roaming the grounds, I shot cassette 
after cassette. Among my subjects were 
Lee Abbot, a Texas barnstormer in the 
20s, now 83, but still dressed to the 
nines in long boots and a silk scarf, re- 
galing small crowds with tales of the ear- 
ly days; Bob Lyjak, a top aerobatics pilot 
(and mathematics professor) who's sur- 
vived more than one brush with death; 
and one pilot who didn’t. Flying too low, 
he crashed before thousands of horrified 
spectators on the show’s final day. 

Getting out of Oshkosh proved a lot 


easier than getting in. Packed and ready 
to move on, I was able to have my re- 
quest for a ride broadcast from the main 
control tower. Within minutes, Vernon 
Dalhman appeared to offer me a lift to 
Sacramento, California, more than 1,000 
miles away, where I stayed briefly as his 
guest. Leaving Dalhman, I languished 
for more than three days at the Palo 
Alto Airport before finding a ride down 
the coast to Van Nuys. Lulled by the 
California sun, I decided I needed a 
break from the rigors of skyhiking. 

One afternoon, on the pier in Santa 
Monica, I heard two people speaking 
Polish. I turned around. One was a dear 
friend, Anna Slawkowska-Rode, who 
lived a block away from me in Poland. A 
teacher at the Academy of Fine Arts in 
Warsaw, she was spending the summer 
in Los Angeles with her husband and 
son. Amazed at this unexpected reu- 
nion, we spent the next few days talking 
and sightseeing. 

Finally, it was time to return—to 
New York, then to Poland. I skyhiked 
north, guest of a family of four on their 
private plane, as far as the Oakland Air- 
port, where I hit the wall. No luck. I 
shuttled to nearby San Francisco Inter- 
national Airport. Still no luck. Back I 
went to Oakland. 

But even grounded, my camcorder 











found much to record. The airports were 
humming with traffic: Two uniformed 
messengers rushed by carrying a Sty- 
rofoam box labeled “Human Eyes.” The 
late Malcolm Forbes’ plane, now owned 
by his son, rolled up to one gate. A pri- 
vate DC7 belonging to an owner of the 
Seattle Blue Hawks rolled up to another. 
One morning, a uniformed servant ap- 
peared with a red carpet that he rolled 
out for a pretty young lady, age about 
five, who walked down the carpet into a 
waiting Rolls-Royce. A white-gloved 
chauffeur closed the door and drove 
them away. 

Five days without a flight. My long- 
est layover. 

Eventually, I landed a ride with In- 
ternational Flight, a company that 
transports checks. I boarded the compa- 
ny’s Cessna Citation, a small, elegant 
corporate jet, along with millions of dol- 
lars in checks. Within eight hours — af- 
ter stopovers in Denver, Chicago and 
Cleveland —I landed in Teterboro, New 
Jersey, on the outskirts of New York 
City. 

My American skyhike was over. It 
had lasted two months and left me with 
unforgettable memories — preserved on 
more than 40 hours of video — of a coun- 
try I had longed to experience in all its 
warmth, beauty and infinite variety. =

PC Video Update 








MEETS THE 


New hardware and 
software products 
turn IBM PCs into 
home video editing 
workstations. 
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The introduction of the Video Toaster 
early this year turned the long-awaited 
marriage of video and computers into a 
shotgun wedding. The success of the 
Toaster —a $1,600 multipurpose com- 
puter video board —catapulted the 
once-esoteric realm of computer-aided 
“desktop” video production into the 
mainstream. From amateurs to profes- 
sionals, nearly every serious videogra- 
pher now wants to add a computer to his 
or her editing setup. Computer-gener- 
ated titles and graphics are no longer 
just snazzy gimmicks — they’ve become 
elements expected of all but the most 
casual productions. 

Buying a Toaster might seem a sim- 
ple solution, but it only works with 
Commodore’s Amiga, a computer loved 
by hobbyists but almost unknown to 
mainstream users. Most videographers 
would prefer to use the computer they 
already own— usually an IBM PC — for 
video work, instead of spending more 
than $4,000 for an Amiga/Toaster setup. 

While Big Blue itself. has been slow 
to get into the field, a host of third-party 
hardware and software developers have 
made PC desktop video a reality. In this 
article, we'll discuss the PC peripherals 








and programs videographers need, and 
what those products will do for videos. 

Macintosh users can find similar 
products, but generally at much higher 
prices. The component most often used 
in Macintosh desktop video, Truevi- 
sion’s NuVista videographics board, 
costs about $3,000. However, Apple’s 
interest in video is growing, so we expect 
to see more affordable Mac video prod- 
ucts in the near future. 

The first problem videographers 
confront when using IBM PCs is com- 
patibility. With Amigas, hardware and 
software installation is virtually a plug- 
in-and-play operation. But working with 
video on PCs requires some familiarity 
with the many operating systems and 
graphics standards PCs use. Hardware 
and software are usually compatible with 
only certain versions of an operating sys- 
tem and with only a couple of graphics 
standards. For example, to create some 
of the accompanying graphics, we had to 
cannibalize three of our office PCs, and 
wade through several hours of trial and 
error. It’s a lot easier if you start with 
plenty of computing power (for recom- 
mendations, see “How Much PC Power 
Do You Need For Video?”).

BIG BLUE BASICS 

Desktop video involves three basic 
operations: 

e Digitizing is the act of bringing a 
video image into a computer, so it can 
be altered and combined with other 


| graphic elements. 


e Graphics creation is desktop video’s 
main reason for being. Graphics can 
take the form of digitized images, draw- 
ings and animations created with a paint 
program, and text, which can be gener- 
ated using a paint program or titling 
software. 

e Encoding and genlocking are the 
methods used to get computer images

onto videotape. An encoder simply con- 
verts computer video to NTSC stand- 
ards, so it can be recorded on a VCR. A 
genlock (which usually incorporates an 
encoder) discards the background color 
in the graphics and substitutes an in- 
coming video signal, so that the comput- 
er’s graphics are superimposed on the 
video. 

These three elements give videogra- 
phers limitless creative potential. Com- 
puter graphics and titles can be used 
anywhere, but experienced editors tend 
to use them at the beginning and end of 
a video, and to introduce new scenes. 

For example, a Hawaiian vacation 
video might open with animated coco- 
nuts falling from a swaying palm tree, 
each coconut cracking open to reveal 
the name of a person in the video. Side 
trips could be introduced with a dig- 
itized map of the area, and an animated

airplane traveling from island to island. 
People and places would be tagged with 
simple text titles, and the video could 
end with scrolling credits over a collage 
of digitized images from the video. 

While desktop video requires some 
sense of design, it doesn’t demand draw- 
ing talent. Paint programs use a variety 
of mouse-driven drawing tools that let 
anyone create attractive graphics, and 
anything you can’t draw can simply be 
digitized. With practice, you should be 
able to produce simple titles, graphics 
and animations in minutes. On the oth- 
er hand, creating a sophisticated graphic 
can take hours, and pursuing an ambi- 
tious animation idea can take days. This 
may sound like a lot of work, but many 
desktop video producers find it fun, 
even addictive. 

The main modification you'll have 
to make to your PC is the addition of an

The products needed for PC desktop video can be tough 
to find, and information about them elusive. Below is the 
basic info you need to judge whether the products fea- 
tured in the accompanying article will work with your 
computer system.

These come 
in the form of circuit boards that take 
the place of a PC’s existing graphics 
adapter. Each has an output for a color 
computer monitor, as well as standard 
NTSC video jacks. The granddaddy of 
these boards is Truevision’s Targa, which 
has become the standard among pros 
using PCs. 

Truevision has produced many ver- 
sions of the Targa, the latest of which is 
the $1,795 Targa+ 16, an all-purpose 
board that includes a genlock, a digitizer 
and a chroma keyer. The chroma keyer 
places computer graphics under video

backdrop during shooting. You see this 
effect every time you watch a TV weath- 
erman standing in front of a computer- 
generated map. Most important, Targas 
produce much more realistic images 
than most PC video boards. The Tar- 
ga+ 16 can produce 32,756 colors, com- 
pared to 256 for most VGA-type boards. 
The 16.7-million-color Targa 16/32 is 
available for only $200 more. 

A less expensive alternative is True- 
vision’s $995 VideoVGA, a high-quality 
genlock which, like the Targa+ 16, offers 
composite and S-video inputs and out- 
puts. Like a conventional VGA, the 
VideoVGA produces 256 colors with 
resolution up to 1,024 x 768 pixels. The 
computer graphics overlay can be 
switched in and out from the keyboard.

dissolved in 14 ways, and title pages may 
be combined into sequences. 

A cheaper, but more limited route to 
desktop video is to use a simple encoder. 
This saves a few hundred dollars, but 
will only allow you to record straight 
computer graphics or straight video — 
you won’t be able to combine the two. 
However, with US Video’s $779 TVGA, 
this isn’t a problem because the board is 
modular, which allows the system to be 
expanded later. The main board delivers 
256 colors in resolution up to 800 x 600 
pixels. An optional $339 genlock and 
$449 digitizer snap on to the TVGA. 

Unlike the Targa+ 16, the TVGA dig- 
itizer has no frame store, so it can’t digi- 
tize a frame from moving video. This is 
no problem if you're digitizing a static 
image from a video camera. Digitizing 
an image from videotape requires paus- 
ing the source VCR, resulting in a dig- 
itized image that is only as clean as the 
still frame your deck produces. 

For the casual videographer seeking 
low-cost titling, Progressive Image Tech- 
nology’s Video Charley may be the only 
choice. At $550 for a genlock and titling 
software, it’s the bargain basement of PC 
desktop video. The Video Charley works 
in conjunction with EGA video boards 
(about $100), which provide only 16 col- 
ors (from a palette of 64) and 640 x 350- 
pixel resolution. It also works with any 
EGA-compatible paint program. 

While it only takes a genlock, a good 


paint program and a lot of imagination 
to lift home videos to new creative lev- 
els, a digitizer can help you create graph- 
ics that look almost as good as those 
produced by local TV stations. A dig- 
itizer lets you use a video camera to cap- 
ture logos, which can then be animated 
in title sequences like the ones that be- 
gin TV news programs.

It’s one of the 
touchiest ques- 
tions in video and 
few consumers 
bother to ask it: 
How long does a 
videocassette last? 
Most of us operate 
on the assumption 
the tapes we re- 
cord today will play back far into the fu- 
ture. But how long can we expect that 
tape to reliably store and recall our 
memories? 

The answer is not found in adver- 
tisements for videotape. But the truth is, 
unfortunately, that videotape is not for- 
ever. Unlike movie film —which can last 
for decades — videotape is more fragile. 
In fact, no magnetic recording medium 
is permanent. Those ribbons of cobalt 
ferric oxide or the metallic particles in- 
side the plastic shell of a videocassette 
represent very new technology. Even 
professionals have had only 20 years of 
experience with traditional oxide tapes. 
The newer metal tape, introduced with 
the 8mm format in 1985, is an infant. 

So, how long does a videocassette 
last? Traditionally, tape manufacturers

have waffled on the question. Consum- 
ers have been offered some general stor- 
age tips and assurances that it’s not a 
matter for serious concern. But now, 
thanks to a new internal study by Sony 
in Japan (“Archived Stability of Metal 
Video Tapes,” Magnetic Products Group 
Technical Report, Vol. 6), a tape manu- 
facturer has gone on the record with a 
specific estimate of the life expectancy 
of videotape products that should shat- 
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ter illusions that videotape lasts forever. 

Sony’s research, which applies to 
both consumer and professional grades 
of videotape, was conducted in Japan 
with the company’s broadcast-oriented 
Betacam system, the only video record- 
ing format that can use either oxide or 
metal tapes. One purpose of the study, 
Sony noted, was to compare the archival 
stability of the newer metal tape against 
traditional oxide formulations. “Some 
people in charge of tape libraries are se- 
tiously concerned about the archival 
stability of metal videotapes, because es- 
sentially, metal materials have problems 
with chemical instability and corrosion,” 
write Sony’s authors. 

The newer metal tape, which has a 
protective outer surface that wraps 
around and protects the metal particles, 
offers performance improvements over 
oxide tape in three areas: magnetic en- 
ergy, spacing loss and modulation noise. 
Metal tape has four times more magnet- 
ic energy than oxide tape. Metal tape’s 
mirror-finished surface also reduces 
spacing loss (the gap between the head 
and the tape), producing higher output 
from high frequencies. And metal tape 
has a higher carrier-to-noise ratio (C/

N). This is the ratio between the output 
level and the noise level with which a 
frequency is recorded and played back. 
A higher C/N usually means less noise 
and a better picture. 

The durability of both the new high- 
performance metal tape and traditional 
oxide tape was tested extensively by 
Sony in sealed chambers at varying tem- 
perature and humidity levels. The re- 
searchers wanted to find out how envi- 
ronmental conditions affect oxidation, 
magnetic properties, RF output, video 
signal-to-noise ratios and dropout levels. 


In order to see how wear and tear affects 
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the RF output of tape, Sony ran half- 
inch cassettes through 500 playback and 
rewind cycles at a slow 1/30 speed on a 
Betacam VCR. 

The result, according to the Sony 
study, is that both metal and oxide tape, 
when stored at 77 degrees Fahrenheit 
and 50 percent relative humidity, “are 
very stable and have no change in video 
electromagnetic performance.” Even af- 
ter 16 weeks of extreme stress—113 de- 
grees and 80 percent relative 
humidity —the degradation of video

Keep Your 
Videotapes 
Healthy 








Videotapes live longer when they're treated properly. For- 
tunately, most of the things that help videotapes last are 
within your control. Here’s what Sony’s technical report 
recommends: 

e For long-term storage, keep tapes in an environ- 
ment with a temperature between 59 and 77 degrees 
Fahrenheit and 40 to 60 percent relative humidity. The 
conditions should be as constant as possible, and free of 
dust and pollutants. 

e Wind the tape properly and fully on either reel. 
Unevenly wound tape with slipped sections stretches 
over time, causing playback disturbances. 

@ Store tapes upright in their cases. 

e Fast-forward and rewind tapes at least once every 
three years to keep them ventilated. 

e Keep tapes away from magnetic fields, including 
those from speakers, motors and voltage transformers. 

€ magnetism can cause tape noise or partial erasure. 

e Properly maintain your video recorder. Since video- 
tape uses a thin plastic base film, it can wrinkle and 
scratch if played on a VCR with a faulty tape transport 
or tape path. During routine maintenance always check 
the rubber on the pinch roller that grips and pulls the 
tape, and replace it at regular intervals. 














electromagnetic performance was less 
than 0.6 decibels. “This value would not 
affect the picture quality during play- 
back,” says the report. However, at this 
high temperature level, the dropout lev- 
el quickly doubled during the 16-week 
period. 

Under the rewind durability tests, 
Sony found metal tape to have less RF 
output degradation than oxide tape. Af- 
ter 500 cycles, oxide tape deteriorated 
by 2.3 dB, metal tape by 0.6 dB. Sony 
notes this was no surprise since the ma-

tive Audio of Seattle and a member of 
the Custom Electronics Design and In- 
stallation Association (see box), suc- 
ceeded by applying two strategies: one 
subtle, one dramatic. For the overall lay- 
out, he installed a unique in-wall signal 
distribution system. For drama, he gave 
the primary media room a split person- 
ality. 

One moment it’s a warm, inviting 
living room flooded with light from a 
large central window overlooking a 
stand of trees. The next moment, it’s a 
crisp, efficient home theater running 
high-power action movies on a 100-inch 
screen. The secret is a retractable screen 
installed in the frame above the window. 
Instructing the screen to lower blocks 
the room’s primary source of light and 
distraction. 

The full project involved nine 
rooms, a patio, and some foyer and hall 
areas. These were divided into six zones 
by Sony’s Digital Signal Transfer 
System, which White described as “the 
most affordable multiroom, multisource 
system on the market.” It works by dig- 
itizing video, audio and control signals, 
then channeling them through ordinary 
coaxial cable to auxiliary amplifiers sta- 
tioned in the various rooms. This elimi- 
nates the need for a lot of conventional 
cabling and makes it possible to transmit 
audio over long distances without losing 
quality or installing intermediate signal 
amps. 

At the local amp end, signals are 
converted back to analog form, then fed

into standard audio/video cables. The 
home’s five auxiliary amps have bass and 
treble controls, as well as an output jack 
for adding stronger amps for extra 
speakers.

The wall pads, a unique feature of 
the DST system, stand out no more 
than a large light switch, yet make it ex- 
tremely easy to control a multitude of 
functions.

dio cassette deck and a tuner round out 
the system's signal sources. 

The home theater — intended for se- 
rious nighttime movie watching —is the 
only room not wired into the DST lay- 
out. It was added after the basic system 
was already established, in a room origi- 
nally intended for a pool table, after the 
client saw what it’s now possible to do 
with home theaters. Since the room al- 
ready included the large picture window, 
White solved two problems at once by 
installing the motorized screen as a win- 
dow shade. A system devised by Defini- 
tive Audio automatically lowers the 
screen, dims the lights, turns on the the- 
ater electronics and starts the video pro- 
jector. 

The projector is a Sony 1270Q data 
grade model augmented by a line dou- 
bler and a color corrector, which give 
the system superb video quality even 
with the room lights up. Other media 
room components are stacked unob- 
trusively in an alcove under the stair- 
well. The video decks include Pioneer's 
top-of-the-line LD-S2 reference laser- 
disc player.

Dances With Wolves 


1990. Kevin Costner, Mary McDonnell, 
Graham Greene; dir. Costner. Hi-fi sur- 
round, cc.

The Academy Award for Best Pic- 
ture doesn’t necessarily go to great art, 
or even to popular entertainment. It 
goes to a showroom-window movie, the 
picture with which the industry can best 
demonstrate its ability to bring serious 
subject matter to a large public with 
craft, taste and showmanship. Dances 
With Wolves swept the Oscars because 
Kevin Costner came across with just 
such a film when Hollywood needed it 
most. 

It’s an ambitious project, perfectly 
suited to the screen persona Costner has 
worked to establish — he’s inherently de- 





cent, quietly humorous, skeptical of au- 
thority and willing to leap into the void. 
Costner plays Lt. John Dunbar, a Civil 
War veteran who sets out to establish 
relations with the Lakota Sioux, learns 
their language and culture, takes as his 
wife a white woman (Mary McDonnell) 
raised from childhood by the tribe, and 
throws in his lot with them even though 
he sees the coming of the white man will 
sweep them away. He makes the picture 
entirely his own. The other leads — 
McDonnell and the excellent Native 
American players led by Graham 
Greene and Rodney Grant — perform 
just as well, but Costner holds it all to- 
gether with his work on both sides of the 
camera. 

The movie is a moving elegy, admit- 
tedly idealized, to a lost way of life. As 
photographed by Dean Semler, every- 
thing has a bronzed quality to it, and so 
does John Barry’s score. As director, 
Costner supplies all the pleasures of the

big epic movie — grand vistas, crowd 
scenes and action sequences — with a re- 

straint that doesn’t diminish them. 
Dances With Wolves, alas, fares far 
worse on this tape than it did in thea- 
ters. The big set-pieces are ruined by the 
cropped image — panned-and-scanned 
from the original Panavision — with the 
famous buffalo hunt reduced to the ran- 
dom flailing of animal limbs. This under- 
mines the film’s structure, so that the 
flaws (most notably the howling carica- 
tures of the whites other than Costner 
and McDonnell) are more noticeable 
and the three-hour running time weighs 
more heavily. The much-ballyhooed “di- 
rector’s cut,” still without an official re- 
lease date, will be letterboxed — but it 
will run four hours. It would have been 
nice if Orion had released a letterboxed 
version of the theatrical cut. What you 
see here may be watchable, but it’s less 
than the movie the Academy honored.

There is a scene early on in Oliver 


Morrison climbs through his soul mate 
Pam’s window in the dead of night. She 
wakes and says, “You have a problem 
with doors?” 

“A waste of time,” replies Morrison. 
If only Oliver Stone hadn’t taken these 
words to heart. When Stone’s The Doors 
hit the theaters some months back, it 
had two things going for it: Val Kilmer’s 
dead-on impersonation of Jim Morrison, 
and, in its technical execution, a stun- 
ning panoramic vision of the ’60s era 
that fostered the Morrison persona. Un- 
fortunately, those were virtually the only 
two elements that floated above a sea of 
historical inaccuracy. Stripped of its 
widescreen glory, cramped and com- 
pressed for the home screen, The Doors 
sacrifices precious half of its original as- 
sets. 

What's left is an alternately shallow 
and pompous excavation of the Mor- 
rison legend, one that revels in all of 
Morrison’s excesses (both physical and 
intellectual) without giving a clue as to 
what created that drive for excess. The 
moment Kilmer-as-Morrison starts 
spouting lines like, “I feel most alive 
confronting death,” one just cringes and

waits for the next piece of concert foot- 
age. To make matters worse, Stone has 
attempted to legitimize his version of 
events by populating the film with real 
people from the Doors’ past. (Drummer 
John Densmore and producer Paul 
Rothchild make cameos, as does one- 
time Morrison lover Patricia Kennealy.) 
The end result looks like the most ex- 
pensive “Movie of the Week” in history. 
With such thin material for a foun- 
dation, Stone’s attempt to weave sha- 
manistic imagery — replete with a bald- 
headed death specter who turns up at 
every portentous event — seems a luxury 
the director simply hasn’t earned. One 
keeps waiting for Morrison to para- 
phrase Albert Brooks and shout, “I’ve 
seen the future! It’s a bald-headed man 

who follows me around!”

In the uncertain world of entertain- 
ment, some things can be taken for 
granted: Madonna’s knack for contro- 
versy. Schwarzenegger's box office mus- 
cle. The quality of Disney animation. 
What’s surprising, then, about the 
second Rescuers film is not the stunning 
visuals, but that it actually surpasses the 
original. Plunking the intrepid mice Ber- 
nard and Miss Bianca into the Austra- 
lian outback, the Disney team has a 





whole new world to explore, full of 
charming wallabies, kangaroos, even a 
comically evil salamander. The great 
golden eagle who lies at the center of 
the plot —a:politically correct tussle be- 
tween a sweet boy and an evil poacher 
(deliciously voiced by Scott) — contrib- 
utes a panoramic flight that confirms the 
studio’s technical mastery. 

Bernard and Bianca, meanwhile, 
have ripened into an engaging — and en- 
gaged! —couple whose relationship, 
though temporarily challenged by a 
roguish Crocodile Dundee-type, is a 
model for gender equality. (Don’t 
laugh— kids learn this from movies!) 

As for repeatability, Rescuers Down 
Under passed the ultimate litmus test — 
during a week’s family retreat with six 
kids, running the gamut from Barney- 
loving toddlers to Terminator-obsessed 
preteens, this was the most popular flick 
in the video library. A definite g’day’s 
entertainment. Marianne Meyer 


Lonesome Dove 


1989. Robert Duvall, Anjelica Huston, 
Danny Glover; dir.

It’s rare for such talent to collaborate 
on a mere television miniseries, but the 
6-1/2-hour Lonesome Dove more than 
surpasses the sum of its outstanding 
parts. Larry McMurtry’s vision of the 
American West is sentimental in the 
most positive sense of the word — it’s ro- 
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mantic, funny and moving. 

Robert Duvall and Tommy Lee Jones 
portray former Texas Rangers and life- 
long friends who decide to take on one 
more adventure before settling into old 
age: a cattle drive from the South Texas 
“town” of Lonesome Dove to Montana 
Territory. Both actors chew the scenery 
so much it’s a wonder they don’t choke 
on it—they’re so charismatic, and their 
parts so well-written, the viewer almost 
ignores the spectacular scenery and de- 
tailed sets. 

Things do slow up a bit when these 
two aren't around, but Australian direc- 
tor Simon Wincer paces Lonesome Dove 
well and nicely captures the isolation 
and utter banality of life in the Old 
West. Neither he nor McMurtry permits 
the characters to harbor any illusions 
about their relationship to nature. In- 
deed, the few amoral renegades who ap- 
pear in Lonesome Dove meet unpleasant 
fates. The film is also notable for its pre- 
sentation of fully drawn female charac- 
ters; the bittersweet dialog between 
Duvall and Anjelica Huston (who plays 
his long-lost love) transcends anything 
of its kind in recent memory —even 
from the big screen.

The Icicle Thief

In the realm of satire, Maurizio 
Nichetti’s The Icicle Thief is the break- 
through equivalent of 3-D video without 
glasses—an hysterically funny film 
which simultaneously lampoons classic 
Italian cinema, students of classic Italian 
cinema, modern advertising and cross- 
cultural time travel. 

Imagine a modern director's black- 
and-white homage to Vittorio De Sica’s 
post-war masterpiece The Bicycle Thief 
invaded, via an electronic snafu, by a 
gorgeous full-color swimsuit model 
straight from a 1990s TV commercial. 
And imagine that this cultural polliniza- 
tion goes both ways—the impoverished 
characters from the black-and-white art 
film find their way into the commercials 
of the 1990s, and are quite content to re- 
main there if they have any say in the 
matter. 

While this is going on, imagine the 
distress of viewers trying to follow the 
film on television, and imagine, partic- 





ularly, the consternation of the film- 
within-a-film’s director, a pompous film- 
school type played by Nichetti, who is 
sufficiently outraged by the invasion of 
his film to leap through the breach and 
attempt to sort things out himself! 
One needn’t be familiar with the 
original Bicycle Thief to appreciate 
Nichetti’s lampoon of the form —but to 
be familiar with it will only enhance 
one’s respect for his subtle approach to 
comedy. The Icicle Thief is simply bril- 
liant. —JW 


Paris Trout

In the title role of this made-for-ca- 
ble feature, Dennis Hopper gives a per- 
formance that makes Frank Booth in 
Blue Velvet look like a warmup. Paris 
Trout runs the general store in a Georgia 
town in 1949, making loans on the side. 
His plain dignity masks a mania about 
protecting his property, which for him

includes his wife Hanna (Barbara Her- 
shey). “I misjudged his character,” she 
explains in an understatement. 

When a young black man defaults 
on a loan, Paris retaliates with a crime so 
outrageous that even the white authori- 
ties can’t ignore it. He can’t believe he’s 
being prosecuted: “Those aren't the real 
rules and you know it!” What Hopper 
plays is no racist cartoon but a tragic 
monster who can't be bothered to cover

The success of the laserdisc format 
has already changed the way films are 
preserved and presented to the view- 


ing public. But 
who could have 
predicted that 
the role of the 
Hollywood film- 
maker might 
also be trans- 
formed by a me- 
dium intended 
for use in the 
home? 

Witness ac- 
tor/director 
Danny DeVito, 
a self-described 
laserdisc fanatic who has conceived 
and executed a disc-only “special 
collector's edition” of his 1989 black 
comedy, The War of the Roses 
(FoxVideo, $69.95). With its near- 
perfect letterboxed transfer, DeVito’s 
own analog-channel commentary 
and a CAV third side containing all 
kinds of interactive extras, this pack- 
age easily surpasses the movie's origi- 
nal presentation in theaters. The 
director has finally “finished” his 
film, two years after the fact. 

DeVito’s personal stamp is indeli- 
ble here —if nothing else, this surely 
marks the first time anyone has ever 
used his audio commentary to set up: 
a joke completed later in the supple- 
mentary section. And this tale of 
marriage, divorce and greed-inspired 
revenge has acquired a special reso- 
nance over the last couple of years. 
All in all, a landmark release, and a 
boost for the video format of choice. 

The same can also be said of the 
new widescreen laserdisc edition of 
David Lynch’s Wild at Heart (Im- 
age Entertainment, $49.95). Though 
the director oversaw the new trans- 
fer, the story here isn’t Lynch’s in- 
volvement, but that of the film’s 
vocal cult audience. Media Home 
Entertainment had planned to pro- 
vide its pan-and-scan cassette trans- 
fer (which includes a few mind- 
numbing moments where the picture 
is actually squeezed to make it fit a 
TV screen) for the laserdisc edition. 
But a flood of letters requesting a let- 
terboxed version turned the tide. It’s 
reassuring to know that viewers have 
a say in what gets released on video.

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his bigotry with hypocrisy. He simply 
doesn’t understand what he’s doing 
wrong, and he inspires pity and terror 
even at his worst. 

Hershey gives a fascinating, ambigu- 
ous performance, as does Ed Harris as 
the lawyer who has more sympathy for 
her than for his client. Though the pic- 
ture is beautifully made, director Ste- 
phen Gyllenhaal makes the common 
period-piece error of shooting every- 
thing in soft focus. But Hopper cuts 
through that haze like a burning sun 
through morning fog. —SLS 


Scenes From a Mall

Vittorio De Sica claimed adultery 
was the only drama of the bourgeoisie.

Woody Allen and Bette Midler play 
a Southern California version of the sort 
of trendy couple you might see in one of 
Allen’s own movies. Their day of shop- 
ping for anniversary gifts at an upscale 
mall turns into a series of public don- 
nybrooks— scenes in a mall, if you will. 
The picture has an interesting look and 
feel, and the two stars are always fun to 
watch. But the material is pretty thin, 
the effort to stretch it shows, and the sa- 
tiric targets are obvious. For Woody and 
Bette fans only. —SLS

Citizen Kane

Citizen Kane may be the one black- 
and-white film Ted Turner won’t dare 
colorize. Still, he does own the video 
rights to the 1941 classic, and has just re- 
issued it in a special 50th-anniversary 
package. 

The main lure of this new edition is 
a 23-minute bonus documentary, Reflec- 
tions of “Citizen Kane.” It’s a trifle at best, 
containing little information most Kane 
buffs won’t already know. Interview 
snippets with filmmakers such as Martin 
Scorsese and Brian DePalma are disap- 
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pointingly impersonal, telling us nothing 
about how Kane influenced their own 
work. (Turner Home Entertainment also 
sells special editions of the movie featur- 
ing extra items for serious Kane connois- 
seurs. See “Gazette,” Aug. ’91.): 

As for the movie, Turner's digitally 
remastered version is probably as good a 
one as will become available on VHS, 
although it’s not perfect. Changeover 
marks and minor scratches are visible. 
However, it is the only closed-cap- 
tioned version available. If you already 
own a decent copy, you won't need to 
reinvest in this package. If you don’t, 
this is the version to add to your library.

They wanted an actress whose physique 
could serve as part of the scenery. They 
certainly got it, and anyone who can ig- 
nore the fact that Welch isn’t convinc- 
ing—she’s too well-groomed, and talks 
and moves as though she’s in a different 
movie than the rest of the cast — can en- 
joy this film. 


For the rest of us, there are two sup- | 


porting actors who make Hannie Caulder 
worth seeing. Robert Culp gives the per- 
formance of a lifetime as the bounty 
hunter who teaches Welch how to 
shoot, while Christopher Lee displays 
warmth and good humor as Culp’s gun- 
maker friend. There’s more electricity 
between these two actors than between 
Welch and Culp. 

Culp’s scenes do include flashes of 
lyricism reminiscent of John Ford's later 
works. Elsewhere, however, director 
Burt Kennedy moves unsteadily be- 
tween brutal action/drama and bad 
comedy —the scenes involving outlaws 
Ernest Borgnine, Jack Elam and 
Strother Martin play like a cross be- 
tween The Wild Bunch and F-Troop. In 
the end, the picture still seems a wrong- 
headed effort at building a film around 
“personality.” The end credits are espe- 
cially revealing: “Raquel Welch is 
Hannie Caulder.” Uh huh.

Children of Paradise

Possibly no film better illustrates 
Shakespeare’s adage that all the world’s 
a stage than Les Enfants du Paradise 
(Children of Paradise), the 1945 French 
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classic making a long-overdue video de- 
but. 

Set in Paris of the 1840s, when the- 
atergoing was a popular pastime of rich 
and poor alike, Children of Paradise cen- 
ters on the free-spirited actress Garance 
and the four men who desire her: the 
cynical criminal Lacenaire; Lemaitre, 
Paris’ most popular actor; the Count du 
Montray, who uses his wealth and power 
to control her; and Garance’s true love, 
the mime Baptiste. 

The bustling, vivacious world of the 
theater is a metaphor for the way these 
people approach life. Anyone not wear- 
ing his heart on his sleeve in this movie 
probably doesn’t have one. “Dreams, 
life, they’re the same,” says Baptiste, “or 
else it's not worth living.” 

Often called the French Gone With 
the Wind, Children of Paradise is a movie 
in the grand style about larger-than-life 
people with larger-than-life passions, 
played in properly florid style by the top 
French actors of the time. (Only Arletty 
as Garance seems a bit wan to inspire so 
much passion.) Many crowded street 
scenes filled with acrobats, clowns and 
other performers keep the frame burst- 
ing with activity, and make the intimate 
moments feel even closer by contrast. 

The film can be read on several lev- 
els—as an allegory about France under 
the Nazis, or the Marxist class strug- 
gle —but it doesn’t need to be. It yields 
much simpler pleasures to the first-time 
viewer, who will want to return to this 
re-translated and re-subtitled edition 
again and again. —MF

In 1927 Clara Bow starred in both It 
and the first Academy Award winner for 
Best Picture, Wings. By the ’30s her 
Brooklyn accent had killed a career in 
talkies, and a lurid trial destroyed her 
personal life. 
Females swooned en masse over Son 
of the Sheik’s Rudolph Valentino in 1926, 
but he was dead by the time it opened. 
After Buster Keaton completed 
Steamboat Bill Jr. in 1928, he “sold out” 
to MGM. He hit there with The Cam- 
eraman, but as his career and marriage 
deteriorated, he turned to the bottle. 
Charlie Chaplin married his teen- 
age girlfriend, Lita Grey, after she an- 
nounced her pregnancy during filming of 
The Gold Rush. Two years later, she sued 
him for divorce, and he suffered a ner- 
vous breakdown.

What’s fascinating about the first 
four entries in Voyager's Killiam Silent 
Classics series is their context. Except for 
Chaplin, who would score later with 
City Lights and Modern Times, the stars 
reached a zenith in these films — Bow as 
the vivacious shopgirl who snares the 
boss (with rising star Gary Cooper, Bow’s 
beau, in a tiny role), Valentino as a 
smooth desert seducer, Chaplin as a 
lonely prospector and Keaton as the 
dandified son of a grizzled river rat. 

And these discs help viewers appre- 
ciate the context: The image is occa- 
sionally tinted to resemble early prints, 
and projection speed mimics the origi- 
nal. While time has taken its toll on 
some segments, each disc still offers clas- 
sic images to cherish: the “cupid’s bow” 
mouth of an effervescent redhead subse- 
quently dubbed “The It Girl”; in a face 
swathed with cloth, the smoldering stare 
of Valentino; the unknowing calm of 
Keaton, immobile in a doorway while a 
house collapses over him during a cy- 
clone; and the desperate daintiness of a 
starving Chaplin, dabbing his mouth 
with a napkin as he nibbles a worn 
leather shoe. These are some of the 
greatest legacies of the silent era.

Day of the Jackal

With talk of a new world order grab- 
bing the headlines these days, it’s easy to 
forget how exciting the old world disor- 
der was. Political upheaval in the three 
decades after World War II spurred a 
popular fascination with international 
intrigue — and fostered the release of 
dozens of great spy movies. One of the 
best, Day of the Jackal, tracks the efforts 
of a debonair British assassin (Edward 
Fox) assigned to kill Charles deGaulle, 
and an insightful French detective (Mi- 
chel Lonsdale) out to stop him. 

Shot in a just-the-facts style typical 
of the genre, Jackal looks a bit dated. It’s 
short on characterization and devoid of 
big names. But in classic spy movie tra- 
dition, every frame is filled with sus- 
pense and beautiful European scenery. 
After a summer of high-budget mega- 
bombs, this disc is a welcome reminder 
that plot, style and skill go a lot farther 
than dollars. —Brent Butterworth 
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Kate Bush: 
The Whole Story

It’s taken five years for this 13-song 
anthology to make it into Pioneer’s U.S. 
catalog. (The Japanese release has long 
been a choice import, even at $100.) But 
the wait was just about worth it. The im- 
ages are wonderful —Bush’s mix of sen- 
suality and surrealism is shown to great 
advantage, whether she’s engaged in the 
exquisitely erotic dancing of “Running 
up That Hill” or acting out the moody 
psychodrama of “Breathing.” And the 
color and sharpness are just about every- 
thing one could hope. 

The only problem is with the 
sound — the digital tracks are reasonably 
bright and sharp, but fall well short of 
the vibrancy of EMI Records’ British CD 
of this same material. According to Pi- 
oneer, the music was mastered from the 
video’s analog music tracks, which 
would put it at least two or three gener- 
ations away from an original studio mas- 
ter. A mild boost in volume — coupled 
with a few adjustments on an equal- 
izer —can make up for this problem, but 
those with analog-only players should be 
warned that the analog music tracks are 
so soft, they're almost unusable. 

In any case, the disc is a dazzling 
showcase for Bush and her videos, 
which do comprise an important part of 
her work. Since she’s only undertaken a 
single tour in her entire career, she puts 
more of herself into these video appear- 
ances than most of her peers. —BE

parents. You'll recognize them imme- 
diately from cameo appearances in their 
son's movies, notably Catherine Scor- 
sese’s role as Joe Pesci’s doting mother in 
GoodFellas. Filmed in their Little Italy 
apartment, they reminisce about life in 
the ethnic ghettos of New York City 
during the '20s and ’30s. This ingratiat- 
ing short film is as flavorful as Mrs. Scor- 
sese’s famous sauce recipe, which her 
dutiful son includes in the credits. 

The Big Shave (1967) is a cryptic five- 
minute short made when Scorsese was 
still studying film at New York Univer- 
sity. To the tune of Bunny Berigan’s “I 
Can’t Get Started,” a young man’s 
morning shave escalates into a bloody 
act of self-mutilation. Subtitled “Viet 
’67,” you can read into it what you will. 

Available only on the Criterion 
Three by Scorsese laserdisc, American Boy 
(1978) is a companion piece to Ital- 
ianamerican. Steven Prince, a friend of 
Scorsese’s from the old neighborhood, 
chats about his experiences as a street 
hustler, drug addict and road manager 
for Neil Diamond. 

Scorsese fans will recognize the sto- 
ties in American Boy and Italianamerican 
as the raw material for much of Mean 
Streets, Taxi Driver and GoodFellas. 
What the two documentaries lack is the 
bravura visual sense Scorsese’s fictions 
use to pull the viewer into his world. Ital- 
ianamerican and American Boy may be all 
talk. But, as in all of Scorsese's films, the 
people are fascinating talkers. —MF

1984. Dir. Michael Apted. Hi-fi mono.

In 1964, Michael Apted directed 
what was to become a milestone in doc- 
umentary cinema. Sponsored by Bri- 
tain’s Granada television channel, 
Apted filmed a cross-section of British 
seven-year-olds, interviewing 14 chil- 
dren on the subjects of race, money, 
class, love, marriage and their hopes for 
the future. The results were fascinating. 
But Apted parlayed the exercise into a 
grander scheme: Every seven years, he 
returned to his subjects and, when they 
were 14, 21 and 28 years old, filmed them 
again. 

What one sees in 28 Up is a spell- 
binding, often devastating, ultimately 
frustrating mixture of segments that iso- 
late each subject and juxtapose snippets 
of each from the four eras. Upper-class 
snobs are redeemed by the aging process. 
Working-class children wrestle with 
their fate. Most affecting is a painful 
look at directionless, middle-class Neil, 
who goes from a fantastically free-think- 
ing seven-year-old to a 28-year-old de- 
pressive roaming the countryside 
looking for a dry place to sleep. 

28 Up frustrates most when it offers 
pat explanations for its subject's choices, 
and no one bothers to ask the subjects 
what the effect of appearing on national 
television every seven years has had on 
their lives. But, for all its failings, 28 Up 
is a riveting slice of life. —JIW

For all the competi- 
tion's attempts at hipness, Shindig! was 
the show that came through, with the 
likes of the Rolling Stones jamming with 
Howlin’ Wolf and production numbers 
that featured Jerry Lee Lewis, Jackie 
Wilson and the Righteous Brothers. 

Now, following its Righteous Broth- 
ers compilation, Rhino Home Video has 
released the next three of a projected 12- 
volume series of Shindig! compilations 
Two volumes are linked by theme: “Frat 
Party’ features classic acts like the 
Kingsmen performing ‘‘Louie Louie” 
along with rarer treasures like Roy 
Head’s feet going crazy to “Treat Her 
Right” and the Sir Douglas Quintet do- 
ing a manic “She’s About a Mover.” 
“Motor City Magic” is a Motown ex- 
travaganza featuring Marvin, Smokey, 
the Supremes and all the rest at their 
grittiest. The third volume compiles a 
show’s worth of material by Mr. Dyna- 
mite himself, Jackie Wilson, tearing 
through nine sweaty hits, including 
“Whole Lotta Shakin’ Goin’ On” with 
Jerry Lee Lewis and the Righteous 
Brothers.

Most of what passes for 
kids’ entertainment is devoid of quirky 
personality or strong female characters, 
and the Turtles’ cartoons and first film 
had both. But the action figure upstarts 
have become a conglomerate less con- 
cerned with breaking tradition than 
with protecting a franchise. This Ooze 
reeks of formula and exploitation of its 
faithful audience. 

Director Pressman here takes a sun- 
nier view of New York City than can be 
found in the dark claustrophobia of the 
first film. The Turtles’ new underground 
hideout, in an abandoned subway sta- 
tion, is an absolute Art Deco delight. 
But the plot—what little there is — 
merely rehashes the team’s mutagen-in- 
flicted origins and their beef with Splin- 
ter. The new April O’Neil lacks spunk, 
and the Turtles are still largely indis- 
tinguishable from each other. Rapper 
Vanilla Ice’s cameo seems a cheap shill 
for the soundtrack LP and an effort to 
pad a film that, even under 90 minutes, 
drags. Only the venerable David Warn- 





er, happily slumming as a befuddled sci- 
entist with the formula for anti-Ooze, 
projects the self-deprecating charm that 
made the previous Turtles adventures 
contagious fun. 

Welcome to the twilight of the pre- 
school gods. —MM 


The Brave Little Toaster

Even in the children’s animated film 
market, where any kind of PG fantasy 
goes, the premise of The Brave Little 
Toaster is a stretch. Five household ap- 
pliances — toaster, vacuum, electric 
blanket, radio and lamp —leave their 
cozy country cabin for the big city to re- 
unite with their ‘‘master.”’ Though it 
may sound like a parody, this earnest 
film has merited a Parents’ Choice 
Award and screenings at prestigious 
venues like Manhattan's Film Forum. 

And deservedly so. As Disney proj- 
ects go, the film has a low-key, offbeat 
charm that adds to its Adult Enjoyment 
Quotient. Lovitz, of Saturday Night Live 
fame, contributes an endearing charac- 
terization as a feisty radio who speaks in 
vintage newscasts, while Hartman (also 
from SNL) offers wicked impersonations 
as a Jack Nicholson-like air conditioner 
and a Peter Lorre-esque overhead lamp. 

Such descriptions should illustrate 
the bizarre anthropomorphisms at work 
here but, trust me, you'll get into it. The 
scene in which our intrepid heroes es- 
cape a repair shop will make you think 
twice about tossing that broken VCR.

hard to read at some angles, although 
backlighting makes operation in a dark- 
ened room easy. A contrast control 
might have helped. Finding the touch 
screen you need can be difficult until 
you learn which screen does what and 
how to get to it. Low but audible clicks 
confirm that the remote has transmitted 
a command. These inconveniences dis- 
appear with familiarity. Ease of use starts 
out as good, but becomes excellent with 
practice. 

Picture quality is excellent. At the 
Bls speed, it is truly outstanding. Colors 
look rich and constant. At the BlIs 
speed, dubs from 8mm and VHS pro- 
duce almost no noticeable loss in picture 
quality. Audio quality is also excellent. 
We rate the deck very good to excel- 
lent—its only demerit is that it takes a 
while to learn how to operate. a

lenses. There is no manual zoom lever, 
but the addition of a two-speed power 
zoom makes this less important. 

Following the concept that the TR 
series is intended for travel, the clock 
can be set for 24 time zones around the 
world at the touch of two buttons. Each 
zone has a key city name displayed in 
the viewfinder. It also features easy day- 
light-saving time adjustment. Other at- 
tractive features include wireless remote 
control, shutter speeds to 1/10,000-sec- 
ond, auto/manual iris, auto/hold/fixed 
white balance, a superimposer with 
scroll and reverse, edit search that oper- 
ates in both camera and VTR playback 
modes and an onscreen zoom/exposure 
indicator. 

The TR81 looks a lot like Sony’s 
8mm CCD-TR7 (‘‘Videotests,” Nov. 
90) —it is about the same size and only 
two ounces heavier. The layout follows 
the tradition set by earlier TR-series 
camcorders, with the right side serving 
as the grip. Several seldom-used but- 
tons, such as edit, Hi8 on/off and remote 
control on/off, are hidden behind the 
tilting viewfinder. 

On the left side, a panel covers con- 
trols for exposure, white balance, shut- 
ter speed and autofocus. Beginners can 
slide this panel back to cover the con- 
trols and activate the full auto mode. 
Sliding the panel forward activates the 
controls, which return to the settings 
used before the cover was closed. 

A thumbwheel for manual iris ad- 
justment sits behind the exposure con- 


trol. This is an improvement over the 
TR7’s backlight compensator button — 
the manual iris allows very precise com- 
pensation, and such special effects as 
underexposure for high color saturation. 

The camcorder is very easy to con- 
nect for playback and editing. It has 
jacks for S-video, video, stereo audio 
and DC out for the RF adapter plus a 
switch to change the signal jacks from 
output to input. Like other Sony cam- 
corders, it has a LANC jack, making it 
compatible with a variety of editing con- 
trollers. 

The remote control, housed in a 
plastic belt clip, is about the size of a 
large matchbook. It has a hold switch to 
render it inoperative and buttons for 
start/stop, tele, wide, rewind/search, fast 
forward/search, stop, play and pause. 

The TR81 is actually easier to use 
than earlier TR models because there is 
no manual zoom lever or macro switch. 
Autofocus is very good —the user need 
only switch to manual focus if there is 
too little contrast or too much bright- 
ness behind the subject, if there are mul- 
tiple subjects at different distances, if 
there are many horizontal objects in the 
frame, or if a dirty pane of glass separates 
the camcorder and the subject. The re- 
mote control is invaluable for playback, 
and for including the shooter in the pic- 
ture. Ease of use is excellent. 

The TR81 offers full Hi8 resolution. 
Its picture quality is slightly below that 
of the best Hi8 camcorders, like Sony’s 
5000 and V801 and Canon’s Al Digi- 
tal. But these are all much larger and 
heavier. We rate picture quality very 
good, comparable to some full-size Hi8s, 
but much better than any other subcom- 
pact we've tested. 

Its audio quality is good to very 
good, and its audio features — stereo 
sound, selectable channel output and a 
wind noise switch — significantly im- 


prove its performance. Our measure-’ 


ment standards dictate a very good 
overall rating for the TR81, but its small 
size and Hi8 capability may make it our 
all-time favorite camcorder. a

searching easy, but there is no shuttle on 
the remote. Indicators on the player and 
onscreen displays (which can be deacti- 
vated) keep the user apprised of all func- 
tions. 

It also features edit playback, which 
makes it easy to dub a CD to an audio 
cassette. At the end of the last cut that 
will fit on the first side of the tape, the 
deck pauses so the user can turn the 
tape over. Any tape length can be spe- 
cified. The warp function chooses a tune 
from the second half of the CD that will 
just fill the last space on the first side of 
the tape. Tracks can even be recorded 
out of order. Displays include elapsed 
time, time remaining and total time as 
well as track information. When playing 
CDs, it produces an onscreen audio out- 
put level display. 

The disc tray cover and shuttle dial 
occupy the upper half of the front panel. 
The lower half of the panel holds most 
of the playback controls needed for nor- 
mal laserdisc/CD playback. Nearby sits a 
headphone jack with a level control. 








The rear panel has F-connectors for 


RF input and output, a channel 3/4 out- 
put selecter, S-video and video outputs, 
two sets of stereo audio outputs and a 
removable power cord. The remote con- 
trol is similar to those of most inexpen- 
sive combi players with a full set of 
playback and programming controls. 

Using the player for standard play- 
back is very easy—turn on the power, 
open the player, insert a disc, close the 
player and play is automatic. Chapter 
skip, scan, intro scan and search get you 
to the point you want quickly. Here, the 
clear-scan function helps considerably 
on CLVs. On CAVs, the user may select 
the order for 20 chapters, which is of lit- 
tle use for movies but great for music 
videos. 

Experienced laserdisc users may miss 
features like a multispeed shuttle dial, a 
jog dial, jog/shuttle control on the re- 
mote and digital memory for special ef- 
fects on CLV discs. But all these options 
would raise the cost of the player consid- 
erably. Ease of operation is very good. 

The LX-101 delivers an outstanding 
picture for its price range, just shy of the 
performance of the best combi players. 
Its audio performance is excellent, so we 
rate its overall performance very good to 
excellent. ]

other embarrassing features on still im- 
ages of your video subjects. 

Digitizers reveal the main limitation 
of PC video —unrealistic images. While 
many digitizers can store full 24-bit, 
16.7-million-color images, most PC vid- 
eo boards (the Targa excepted) only re- 
produce 256 colors. That’s usually 
plenty for creating graphics from scratch 
and digitizing logos. But with only 256 
colors, complex subjects, like people, 
don’t look real. In comparison, Amiga 
graphics adapters produce images in up 
to 4,096 colors—not as realistic as 
Toaster or NTSC video (both of which 
have about two million colors), but a big 
improvement over PCs. 

One of the best digitizers for desktop 
video is Digital Vision’s new $599 Com- 
puterEyes RT. Comprising a software 
package and a board with composite and 
S-video inputs, the RT displays incom- 
ing video in a window on the PC screen. 
Operation is completely intuitive — wait 
for the right image and hit the return 
key to grab it. The image can be dis- 
played full-screen, and contrast, bright- 





ness, hue and color can be altered. The 
RT can also digitize in black-and-white 
and high-contrast modes, and in several 
resolutions. It stores images in a wide 
variety of file formats, so it should be 
compatible with almost any PC paint 
program. 

All-in-one systems like those offered 
by Video Associates are the latest wave 
in PC desktop video. The company’s sys- 
tems revolve around the MicroKey/A, a 
$1,495 board that combines a digital au- 
dio system with a VGA graphics adapter 
and an NTSC encoder. The MicroKey/ 
A digitizes music, sound effects or 
voiceovers from a microphone or other 
audio sources, and synchronizes the 
sounds with graphics, titles and anima- 
tions. A $695 genlock and $195 keyer al- 
low superimposing of graphics over 
video. The company’s $895 MicroKey/ 
DigiView digitizer features a full-color, 
full-motion video preview window that 
may be positioned anywhere on the 
screen. 


THE SOFTWARE STORY 

Software is what really puts the daz- 
zle in desktop video. For most videogra- 
phers, one good paint/animation pro- 


gram should do almost everything they 





need. The best-known PC version of 
these is Autodesk’s $299 Animator, 
which can be used to create graphics, 
modify digitized images and create static 
or scrolling titles. Animator features sev- 
eral advanced animation modes, includ- 
ing tweening, which metamorphoses one 
object into another. A more advanced 
version, the $795 Animator Pro, offers 
higher resolution and more animation 
modes. 

Electronic Arts offers a simpler, but 
less expensive program called Deluxe 
Paint Animation. The $135 package is an 
enhanced version of the company’s pop- 
ular Deluxe Paint III, which has become 
the unofficial standard for Amiga ani- 
mation. 

Animator is the more sophisticated 
of the two, but both programs are much 
better for desktop video than paint pro- 
grams designed for desktop publishing. 
Most publishing programs use type fonts 
that are too intricate for an NTSC mon- 
itor to reproduce without annoying 
flicker, and few offer the animation ca- 
pabilities that turn dull titles into atten- 
tion-getters. If you already have a paint 
program you like, you can use it, but it’s 
a good idea to keep an NTSC monitor 
plugged in so you can see how your work

tion, most programs have to render each 
frame separately, a process that takes 
several minutes. 

Gold Disk, another company known 
for its Amiga software, solves these prob- 
lems with its new $495 Animation Works 
Interactive. This is the program many 
desktop videographers have been wait- 
ing for—one that can create and modify 
animations quickly and easily. The user 
can produce animated figures, or actors, 
using the program’s background and cel 
editor functions. The movie editor func- 
tion combines these actors in complex 
animations. It doesn’t render frames — it 
simply calls up the actors from memory 
and moves them around, so it’s very fast. 
Subjects can even be attached to one 
another, so a moon can orbit a rotating 
planet while the planet orbits the sun.

A few software packages combine all 
the elements of desktop video into one 
production. One program, Santa Fe Soft- 
ware’s $149 Media Manager, is actually 
a multimedia database, but it can se- 
quence audio, still images and Animator- 
created animations. Media Manager 
should find many applications in corpo- 
rate video, especially in fields such as 
real estate, where images and text must 
be stored and presented together. 

After reading about the many op- 
tions available for PC video (and more 
are coming out every month), many vid- 
eographers may consider desktop video 
overwhelming and overpriced. But even 
though getting into desktop video re- 
quires weeks of learning and thousands 
of dollars of investment, the rewards are 
well worth it. Most of those who bite the 
bullet and get into desktop video find 
that it’s like going from a $50 point-and- 
shoot camera to a $2,000 professional 
SLR — the extra degree of control allows 
you to get the product of your imagina- 
tion onto videotape in a way that plain 
video editing may never achieve. a

TECH TIP 


Macro magic 





One of my favorite taping techniques is 
to set my camcorder to macro focus be- 
fore starting a long shot, then zoom out 
of macro after beginning the scene. The 
result is a scene that starts very far out of 
focus, then moves into focus in a few 
seconds. An even better effect can be 
created by superimposing a title. The 
sharpness of the title will contrast nicely 
with the blurriness at the start of the 
scene. This only works with camcorders 
that have a macro release at the end of 
the zoom lever.

conditions are the key to the tape’s 
chemical stability, Sony’s answer is based 
on storage conditions. If a user keeps his 
older tapes at a constant temperature 
between 59 and 77 degrees and a rela- 
tive humidity between 40 and 60 per- 
cent, Sony predicts both metal and 
oxide tapes will last 15 years without sig- 
nificant decay. 

It is important to note the word con- 
stant. Sony recommends there be little 
fluctuation in temperature or humidity 
to prevent the base film from expanding 


and contracting. But since most of us 
don’t always occupy such ideally con- 
trolled environments, the 15 year figure 
may be unrealistically high for average 
consumers. 

For important, irreplaceable tapes, 
Sony tape product manager Les Burger 
recommends consumers follow the prac- 
tice of many professional video pro- 
ducers and make protection copies from 
master tapes every three to five years. 
These copies, though down a genera- 
tion, at least provide insurance against 
deterioration or failure of the original 
master tape. Burger also recommends 
winding important tapes at least once a 
year.

STORAGE FOR 
THE LONG HAUL 


The question of life expectancy is an 
important one at the National Archives 
in Washington, D.C., the home of about 
45,000 videotapes which have historical 
significance. Bill Murphy, chief of the 
motion picture, sound and video branch 
of the archives, says stability of the tape 
stock is only one factor in how long a 
tape will last. 

“We use a lot of tape in our research 
rooms and we notice that cassettes jam, 
stretch and break down after a while,” 
explains Murphy. “It can happen on the 
first play or the 500th play. And then 
there is the question of technology. For-

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mats change rapidly. Even if a tape lasts 
20 years there’s a question whether 
there will be technology to service the 
format. Try to find two-inch, one-inch 
Type A or half-inch EIAJ machines in 
working condition today. These are all 
obsolete formats, but we have tapes that 
use them.” 

Murphy says tapes at the National 
Archives are stored in vaults with a tem- 
perature range between 60 and 70 de- 
grees and a relative humidity of 40 to 60 
percent. This will change, he says, when 
tapes are moved in 1994 to a new cli- 
mate-controlled facility that will main- 
tain a temperature of 65 degrees and 30 
percent humidity. 

Another preservation step the Na- 
tional Archives is taking is to have users 
of videotape play dubs, never masters. 
But the dubs are conventional analog 
versions. No effort is being made to dub 
to an “archival” master for storage. 
“Most archives are playing a wait-and- 
see strategy on the question of copying 
onto a so-called master video format for 
long-term preservation,” says Murphy. 


manufacturers found no real disagree- 
ment with the Sony study. “Fifteen years 
is as good a guess as anybody’s,” notes 
Andrew DaPuzzo, director of sales for 


the environment in which the tape is 
stored is a major factor.” 

TDK tape product manager Steve 
Diamond says he knows of no published 
data on tape life expectancy by his com- 
pany. He adds, however, that TDK does 
tell consumers they can expect at least 
100 plays on a videocassette if good stor- 
age practices are followed. 

Maxell also declines to predict a life 
expectancy for its tape products. “The 
type of testing Sony has done tells part 
of the story and not all of the story,” says 
George McBride, manager for engineer- 
ing at Maxell. “That’s the reason until 
we have the data to back the statement 
we will say our tape will last only as long 
as it has lasted. I would never commit to 
a statement like 15 years. I agree with 
them that it should last at least 15 years 
but I don’t have any evidence at this 
point.” 

At 3-M, spokesman Phil Hage says 
he thinks the Sony study is conservative 
since many tapes have remained in good 
shape for longer than 15 years. “You are 
not going to get us to say that tape lasts 
forever or it’s only good for 15 years, but 
the research our laboratory has done 
shows results that are consistent with 
what Sony has found,” says Hage. 

When a tape is so valuable that 
money is no object for its protection, the

able to see what had already been shot 
gave him an immense advantage. He 
could recreate shots easily when retakes 
were necessary, confident the costumes, 
lighting and other aspects of the scene 
would match the surrounding shots. 

Meanwhile, location scouts armed 
with TR4s crisscrossed the island look- 
ing for more remote, isolated spots, 
which they videotaped from every angle, 
making it possible for Graham, back at 
the main camp, to survey the island for 
places that would fit with the ones al- 
ready in place. 

A second unit was also active, film- 
ing scenes that didn’t require Graham's 
presence. Since second units shoot si- 
multaneously with the main unit, they 
usually work from notes, photographs or 
sketches. But Return’s second unit was 
able to use 8mm dubs, a second Walk- 
man and instructions from Graham to 
assure perfect continuity with the cam- 
era angles, props and visual elements of 
the master shots. 

Bob Steadman, the director of pho- 
tography, also used the dubs to check the 
lighting on previous shots. Even though 
film’s contrast ratio is about six times 
greater than video's, the cassettes were 
invaluable in keeping the look consis- 
tent, especially since shots within some 
scenes were filmed days apart. 

Back in California, Graham used the 
8mm dailies to plan the postproduction 
work, especially when it came to identi- 
fying individual shots and organizing 
them for the edit. Graham says the cas- 
settes proved to be a great timesaver, 
leaving him more time to spend on the 
creative side of the production. 

As for the shark attack, that was 
shot underwater using a professional Be- 
tacam, then transferred to 35mm film, 
where additional processing completed 
the filmic illusion. The 15 seconds on 
screen fully conceal their video roots. = 


TECH TIP 


Fooling the ALC 


Although the Sony V-220 camcorder's 
stereo microphone is connected to an 
automatic level control circuit, signals 
from the quarter-inch external mic 
jacks are routed through record level 
controls. You can use these controls 
with the camcorder’s mic by plugging 
quarter-inch dummy plugs or adapters 
halfway into the mic jacks (just to the 
first click). By doing this you can climi- 
nate the “pumping” effect the ALC cre- 
ates when recording a wide range of 
sound levels.

words, if a shot is supposed to end on a 
specific object, like a telephone, it’s im- 
portant to time the move to reach that 
object at the right moment. 

For The Birth Center, our shots were 
recorded and “edited” with a Sony 
EDC-55 ED Beta camcorder mounted 
on a Bogen 3031 tripod with a W/3066 
Cine/Video fluid head. For shot number 
three, we wanted the point of view of an 
expectant mother as she would see the 
center when it was time for the big 
event, so we handheld the camcorder 
and waddled through the front door. 

Our equipment also included a 
seven-inch Panasonic color monitor so 
we could make sure the colors were 
right under the mixed lighting of fluores- 
cents and the 3200-degrees Kelvin 
lamps of our Lowell-Light VIP Sophisti- 
kit. The monitor also helped us make 
more precise cuts than the small screen 
of the camcorder viewfinder permitted. 

The finished tape ran nine minutes 
and 38 seconds, and included 58 shots. 
All the transitions were cuts, although 
two were made to resemble dissolves to 
show the viewer that some time had 
elapsed from the previous shot. The first 
such scene was set several hours after a | 
baby had been born. The new parents 
were enjoying dinner in their room. To 
capture the feeling of time having 
passed, we ended the outgoing shot with 
a swish pan and started the incoming 
shot with the same move. One shot 
ended with a blur; the next shot began 
with one. The effect worked. 

The second instance occurs as the 
mother is getting ready to take her baby 
home. This shot is followed by the 
mother, the father, a brother, a sister 
and a nurse leaving the hospital. To ease 
the transition, we faded the outgoing 
showto black, then rewound the tape to 
a point that was not completely black 
and began a fade-in of the incoming 
shot. This fake dissolve effectively sug- 
gested time passing. 

The ED Beta tape that came straight 
out of the camcorder served as our edit 
master. From this, we made a second- 
generation S-VHS dub of exceptional 
quality, which the hospital plays back on 
a JVC HR-S8000 VCR connected to a 
50-inch Hitachi projection TV. 

Best of all, from a production stand- 
point, the video was made in a remarka- 
bly brief period. It took us one hour to 
scout locations, three hours to plan the 
shoot, time the shots and write the shot 
list, six hours to actually do the shoot, 
and another hour to add a music 
track —not bad for a bouncy :9-1/2-min- 
ute tape. Py

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If there’s one thing videophiles have 
made abundantly clear, it’s that they 
hate the proliferation of decoders, black 
boxes linked by wires. A case in point is 
the TV-top cable box. Yet when it 
comes to direct-broadcast satellites, the 
same wonderful folks who gave us the 
cable converter are going to make sure 
we will need a freestanding box to pick 
up movies-on-demand and all the other 
good programs they’re talking about 
feeding to tomorrow’s small dishes. 

Even though direct-broadcast serv- 
ices haven't really happened yet, the ca- 
ble industry already controls them 
enough to dictate how they will be mar- 
keted. PrimeStar, the only operating 
small-dish DBS system, is owned by a 
consortium of cable operators who want 
viewers to lease the receiving equip- 
ment — not own it outright, as large-dish 
satellite viewers do. 

SkyPix, if it becomes the second 
DBS to start operations, will let viewers 
buy their own receiver/decoders — but 
viewers won’t be able to use them to 
watch PrimeStar programs or those of 
any other DBS services, even though 
the same dish may be able to handle 
both. Viewers will need a second free- 
standing black box. A major investor in 
SkyPix is the QVC shopping channel, 
heavily beholden to cable operators, 
which will also handle some marketing 
chores plus program ordering and bill- 
ing. 

It doesn’t have to be this way. Small- 

dish DBS has been a reality in Europe 
and Japan for several years. In both ar- 
eas, viewers can buy TV sets with satel- 
lite receivers and descrambling modules 
built in. In fact, of the 9.4 million color 
TV sets sold in Japan last year, about 
one in five included a satellite receiver. 
For screen sizes above 23 inches, the fig- 
ure was closer to half. 

It’s been almost 10 years since Nokia, 
a major Scandinavian electronics manu- 
facturer, showed a TV receiver with a 
circuit board featuring plug-in modules, 

including one that received satellite sig- 











ble programs the TV set owner had 
paid to watch. Nokia’s idea was to let 
consumers add modules for AM/FM ra- 
dio, teletext, wireless remote control 
and other features as they chose, when 
they could afford them. But Nokia was 
told that in the United States, Under- 
writers’ Laboratories would never list a 
TV receiver giving consumers so much 
access to the set’s inner workings. As a 
result, the company redesigned the set 
so that a technician would be needed to 
add any features the customer chose at 
the time of purchase. 

Today, it’s not UL’s fault that built-in 
satellite receivers aren’t going to be 
available in U.S. TV sets. In Japan, lead- 
ing manufacturers have been suc- 
cessfully selling TV sets that could win 
UL approval with no problem. But no 
large manufacturer is going to produce a 
TV set that will receive only one of sev- 
eral types of DBS, or make integrated 
TV receivers for the variety of DBS sys-

proceed. It simply isn’t economical. 

The cable industry is used to con- 
trolling its own programs and plant, and 
to making consumers foot the bill for 
any inefficiencies that result from delib- 
erately creating non-standard equip- 
ment. There’s no incentive for cable to 
select as standard a single receiver that 
could be built into your 1995 TV set, a 
receiver that would allow you to choose 
whether to subscribe to SkyPix, 
PrimeStar, some other DBS service or all 
three — or permit you to switch from one 
to another if you’re dissatisfied with your 
original choice. 

Standardization would have to be 
imposed on the DBS industry from the 
outside, presumably by the Federal 
Communications Commission, which 
muffed the chance to perform a similar 
service 10 years ago when it failed to 
adopt a single standard for AM stereo. 
Fortunately, there are signs that the 
anti-regulatory philosophy of some com- 
missioners is fading, but it may not be 
enough to encourage the FCC to do its 
job and mandate a single DBS format 
that would allow room for a proprietary 
descrambler interface so that Sony, Pan- 
asonic, Hitachi, Toshiba, Philips and the 
others could keep at least one unneces- 
sary black box off the tops of our TV 
sets. 

Ironically, DBS was supposed to be 
the competitive force that would keep 
cable honest by providing the yardstick 
with which to compare cable costs and 
service. It doesn’t look as if that’s going 
to happen now, although it may not yet 
be too late for Congress or the FCC to 
demand that cable divest itself of DBS 
holdings. 

The situation is more than a bit rem- 
iniscent of the 40s and ’50s when a 
company called National City Lines be- 
gan buying up streetcar systems in larger 
cities. Only after NCL scrapped the en- 
ergy-efficient trolleys for buses was it re- 
vealed that NCL’s major stockholders 
included General Motors, tire manufac- 
turers and oil companies. So make room 
on your TV set for yet one more black 
box. You’re going to need it. . 
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Praasonic introduces the 
Palmcorder.” It’s VHS! So its tapes 
will play in your VHS recorder. 

Be careful, or you could end up 


with a compact camcorder that 
shoots tapes that can't play in your 
VHS recorder. Instead they force 
you to connect your camcorder to 
your TV every time you want to 
watch your tapes.
